FTER Mr. MacMillan made his “exporting is fun” speech British industry 

was soon speculating, now it seems more in hope than in anticipation, 
as to what incentives might be given to exporters. There is no denying 
the seriousness of the balance of payments position and the need to boost 
exports. It is also true that export involves more risk and requires more 
enterprise than home trade. And so, ran the hopeful argument, why should 
there not be an incentive to exporters in the form of tax concessions on profits 
earned overseas? But the idea seems to have received a cool reception in 


Government circles and the Budget proposals were ominously silent on the 
matter. 


A 


This is particularly regrettable for construction because “exporting” by 
contractors in politically explosive countries can be anything but fun, as 
experience in the Middle East a few years ago amply demonstrated. A little 
incentive, judicially applied, might work wonders. The vital need of British 
export contractors, however, is not tax incentives but credit facilities. And 


here, at long last, the Government have made a helpful move by extending 
export credit guarantees. 


While “export” of construction amounts to only five per cent. of the 
home turnover the export of construction equipment totals no less than 
50 per cent. Construction equipment is, in fact, one of Britain’s fastest growing 
industries. Sales of perhaps £2 million per annum were stepped up over ten 
times by 1950 and now top the £100 million per annum mark of which half 
goes overseas. Thus unlike the American construction equipment industry 
which relies on a vast home market for the bulk of its sales, the British 
manufacturers are highly dependant on exports for their continued success. 
This success has required a vigorous sales effort both at home and overseas. 
But in the effort one important element has so far been lacking. There has 
been no “shop window”. While the Americans have had the Chicago Road 
Show, the Germans the Hanover Fair and the French the open air exhibition 
at Le Bourget, the British manufacturers have not had a suitable full scale 
exhibition at which to display and demonstrate their wares. 


This gap is now to be filled in a most impressive way. From June 15-24, 
the first International Construction Equipment Exhibition is to be held on:a 
25-acre open air site at Crystal Palace, London. The exhibition will be truly 
international in flavour and some of the major manufacturers from overseas 
countries will be exhibiting their machines. A feature of the exhibition will 
be the sizeable proving area where heavy earthmoving machinery will be seen 
in operation. The terraced site, overlooking the park and motor racing circuit 
provides the perfect setting for an exhibition of this kind which it is hoped 
will become a bi-annual event. 


The exhibition organisers, Industrial Trade Fairs Ltd., have taken steps to 
promote the exhibition throughout the world to attract overseas buyers, and it 
is significant that apart from the Federation of Manufacturers of Construction 
Equipment, the other two sponsors of the exhibition are the two principal home 
users, namely, the Federation of Civil Engineering Contractors and the National 
Federation of Building Trades Employers. With such support from home and 
the many visitors coming from overseas the exhibition can hardly fail to be a 
success. 


Every British contractor will welcome this opportunity to see a compre- 
hensive display of construction equipment in one setting. And perhaps the 
“exporting”.contractors may be excused if they feel a little envious when they 
visit the exhibition, because the construction equipment manufacturers have 
their export destinies very much in their own hands and will be proving by 
this exhibition that they are doing something vigorous about it. 


But the latest move by the Government in regard to export credit is no 
more than a step in the right direction as far as “exports” of construction are 
concerned. We are still a long way from the expansive attitude of the 
Victorian era when Britain was able to build up an immeasurably strong 
financial position by stringing railways round the world. Today, the oppor- 
tunities for construction overseas are even greater. A world “population 
explosion”? promises to increase the inhabitants on earth from 3,000 million to 
6,000 million in the next 40 years. And everywhere people in the so called 
undeveloped countries and demanding a better standard and way of life. Their 
demands are bound to trigger off immense constructional projects. It will 
be a tragedy if Britain failed to grasp the opportunities not only to supply the 
construction equipment for these projects but also the organisations to use it.

TAKES SHAPE

To be known as Spencer Works, the 
steelworks will be the largest in Europe, and 
will initially produce 1,400,000 tons of steel 
ingots annually. he purpose of the works. 
the cost of which is expected to be in the 
region of £120m., will be to produce cold- 
reduced sheet steel, hot rolled steel strip 
and sheets, and light plates. ; ; 

In an integrated works of this kind, 
eight main departments are required to 
turn the raw materials into the finished 

uct. 

“~ first is a stocking and preparation 
area for the iron-ore, coal, limestone, 
where, in addition to wagon tipplers, 
blending bunkers, and conveyors, there 
must be adequate room to place on the 
ground some hundreds of thousands of tons 
of materials. 

Another major department will be the 
coke-ovens for carbonising the coal. There 
will be 140 of these, constructed in four 
batteries each of 35 ovens, and handling 
21,000 tons of coal each week to produce 
an output of 18,000 tons of coke and breeze 
and 200,000,000 cu. ft. of gas. A _ by- 
products recovery plant will extract from 
the gas tar, sulphate of ammonia, benz 
and naphthaline (all have a commerci: 
value), and the gas will then be used as a 
fuel in other departments of the works. 

A three-stand sinter plant will be 
provided where all the ore for the blast 
furnaces will be processed to provide an 
improved charge. Some of the output of 
this department will be sent to Ebbw Vale 
for use in the blast furnaces there. 

Two Blast Furnaces 

There will be two blast furnaces, each 
with a hearth diameter of 30ft., and they 
will be the first in the country to be charged 
exclusively by automatic means. Associated 
installations will include six hot-blast 
stoves, blowing equipment, and gas-cleaning 
plant, and the gas produced will furnish a 
fuel supply for works purposes. 

From the blast furnaces, the molten-iron 
will be carried in ladles to two 1,200-ton 
storage vessels, known as mixers, from 
which the steel-making department will 
draw its supplies. 

In its steel-making process, the Spencer 
Works will be the only steel-plant in the 
world to use, exclusively, the “LD” 
process. This refines the iron by top-

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blowing pure oxygen into vessels contain- 
ing the molten iron. Three such vessels, 
each of 100-ton capacity, are being 
installed, and the department will be 
served by three 200-ton tonnage oxygen 
plants. 

To bring the ingots from the steel plant 
to the correct temperature for rolling into 
slabs, there will be initially 20 soaking pits. 
The ingots will be 
rolled on a universal 
slabbing mill which, 
being equipped with 
both horizontal and 
vertical rolls, can roll 
the four sides of the 
ingot at the same 
time and so eliminate 
the necessity for 
turning the ingot on 
its side. This slab- 
bing mill will be 
powered by electric 
motors with a com- 
bined horse-power of 
16,000. An automatic 
scarfer is provided 
for dressing the sur- 
face of the hot steel 
slabs, and all equip- 
ment is designed to 
cope with slab 
lengths of up to 30ft. 


Hot-Strio Mill 


A major feature of 
the steelworks will be 
the continuous hot- 
strip mill, which will 
be the only one of its 
kind outside the 
U.S.A. and possibly 
Russia, designed for 
full automation from 
its reheating furnaces 
to its coilers. The 
68in. - wide mill, 
which from the soak- 
ing pits to the coilers 
will be 2,800ft. in 
length, will be de- 
signed to roll strip at 
output speeds of up 
to 3,000ft. a minute. 

Main units of the 
initially comprise two. slab_ reheating 
furnaces, scale breakers and roughing 
mills, a six-stand finishing mill-driven by 
motors totalling 47,000 h.p., and two down- 
coilers.

WORLD SCIENTISTS’ MEETING 
AT BERKELEY 


More than 100 scientists from all over 
the world attended a nuclear power con- 
ference organised by the Central Electricity 
Generating Board at Berkeley, Goucest:r. 
shire, last week. The subject of the meeting 
was “ Properties of Reactor Materials and 
the Effects of Radiation Damage.” 

The delegates were from Australia, 
Belgium, Canada, France, Germany, 
Holland, Israel, Italy, Japan, Portugal, th: 
United States, Spain, Sweden and Switzer- 
land. France was represented by 16 scien- 
tists and the United States by 12 represen- 
tatives. 

The conference followed the official 
opening of the nuclear power station 
laboratories at Berkeley, which have been 
established by the Generating Board to 
carry out research and development work 
in connection with Britain's civil nuclear 
power programme. 

Opening the conference Sir Christopher 
Hinton, chairman of the Generating Board, 
said: “In the early days of atomic energy, 
an exchange of thought was impossible 
because work was then done within the 
field of the defence industry. But with the 
first Geneva conference a_ great step 
forward was taken and that conferenc: 
paved the way towards an extens.ve ex: 
change of information on an international 
basis. 

“Since that conference, atomic power 
has established its position in the electr- 
city supply industry. In that industry. 
there is already a long established inter 
national freemasonry for the interchang? 
of reszarch information, That exchange of 
information ensures that widest competition 
is retained while unduly wasteful duplic- 
tion of research is avoided.”

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A LAWYER CONSIDERS... 


Rating of Contractor’s Plant — Liability at Cross Roads 


i sometimes happens that contractors 
receive proposals from the Inland 
Revenue valuation officer to assess some of 
their plant for rating purposes. It may be 
of interest to deal briefly with the existing 
law on this matter and to draw attention 
to the possibility of a change under the 
new Rating and Valuation Bill which is 
now before Parliament. 

Before any rating assessment can be 
made there are four essential requirements 
that must be fulfilled. These are, actual 
occupation of the hereditament (as the 
subject of an assessment is called); that 
occupation must be exclusive for the par- 
ticular purpose of the possessor; the occu- 
pation must be of some value and, lastly, 
the occupation must not be for too 
transient a period. If, however, the assess- 
ment is to be on a contractor’s plant then 
not only must these requirements be ful- 
filled but, in addition, that plant must be 
mentioned in the Plant and Machinery 
(Rating) Order, 1960, in Class 4 of the 
Schedule to that Order. The items set 
out in Class 4 are all rateable except: 


“(a) any such item which is not, and 
is not in the nature of, a building 
or structure; and 

(b) any part of any such item which 
does not form an integral part of 
such item as a building or struc- 
ture or as being in the nature of 
a building or structure.” 

This tiresomely negative way of drafting 
is difficult to follow but it may be said that 
all the items in Class 4 are rateable in so 
far as they are, or are in the nature of, a 
building or structure. 


Items in Class 4 


Almost all the items in Class 4, for 
example coking ovens, evaporators and 
reactors, are unlikely to be found on con- 
tractors’ sites. Indeed the only item which 
provides a peg on which a rating proposal 
for contractor’s plant could be fixed is 
probably the item, “Foundations, settings, 


fixed gantries, supports, platforms and 
stagings for plant and machinery.” 
It is clear, since the case of B.P. 


Refinery, Ltd. v Walker, that you cannot 
argue, simply because the whole of a piece 
of plant cannot be identified with any of 
the items in Class 4, that none of the 
separate parts of that plant can be rated 
even though those separate parts do appear 
among the items in Class 4. Thus even 
though the whole of a piece of plant on 
a site may not be mentioned in Class 4 
nevertheless if part of it is so mentioned 
and that part is, or is in the nature of, a 
building or structure, then that part is 
rateable, 


Thus where a piece of contractor’s plant 
is made up of some staging and the actual 
piece of equipment it does not matter if 
the actual equipment is not mentioned in 
Class 4 because the staging is so mentioned 
and that can be the subject of an assess- 
ment; provided of course always that the 
staging could be regarded as a building 
or structure or in the nature of a building 
or structure. For some guidance as to 
what the courts take these words “build- 
ing or structure” to mean some remarks 
of Mr. Justice Jenkins are helpful: “the 
things in question must ... answer the 
description of buildings or structures. .. . 
That suggests built or constructed things 
of substantial size . . . of such size that 
they either have been in fact or would 
normally be built or constructed on the 
hereditament as opposed to being brought 
on the hereditament ready made. It 
further suggests some degree of per- 
manence . . . things which, once installed 
on the hereditament, would normally 
remain in situ and only be removed by a 
process amounting to pulling down or 
taking to pieces. ... The question whether 


a thing is or is not physically attached 
to the hereditament is a relevant con- 
sideration but I cannot regard the fact 
that it is not so attached as being in any 
way conclusive against its being a building 
or structure, . .. Nor can I regard the 
fact that a thing has a limited degree of 
motion in use . . . necessarily prevents it 
from being a structure.” 


A contractor may therefore from time 
to time be faced with proposals to rate 
his plant on site. What should he do? 
He can of course object. There could be 
several grounds of objection: the plant 
to be rated does not come within Class 4 
nor does any part of it; the occupation 
of the plant is too transient; the value is 
wrong. Before appealing though it might 
be worth while trying to find out whether 
it is really the valuation officer’s proposal 
or whether it is one he made at the 
instance of the local authority to whom 
the rates would be paid. For until 1955 
local authorities had the right themselves 
to make proposals but since that date this 
right has been taken away by Parliament. 
However, in a rather typically English 
way, Mr. Brooke, the Minister responsible, 
said in a parliamentary answer that valua- 
tion officers, who are officials of the Inland 
Revenue, would be instructed to give full 
weight to representations by local authori- 
ties and to be prepared to make proposals 
to enable the local authority to have the 
issue of rateability tested in the courts. 
Some of a contractor’s plant nowadays is 
pretty conspicuous and it may be that fact 
which causes a conscientious Town Hall 
to instigate a proposal. One could not 
imagine that, since the actual assessments 
would be fairly small and the plant only 
in position a short time, a valuation officer 
would very often consider it part of his 
duty as compiler of the Valuation Lists to 
include such plant. If, on investigation 
therefore, the contractor finds that the 
proposal has come really from the valua- 
tion officer he can be fairly certain that 
there are very strong grounds for that 
proposal. If however he finds that it has 
really come from the local authority then 
it might well be worthwhile going to 
appeal. 


If an appeal is taken the most likely 
ground for success is to show that the 
occupation of the plant is too transient for 
an assessment, Unfortunately, since the 
case of L.C.C. v Wilkins in the House of 
Lords, which decided that contractor’s 
huts are rateable, and that whether or not 
their occupation is too transient for an 
assessment on them to be made is always 
a question of fact in each case. One cannot 
predict in advance how far a local valua- 
tion court and, on appeal, the Lands 
Tribunal, will decide this issue. However, 
with a persuasive advocate, it might be 
worth a try. 


Rating and Valuation Bill 


Under Clause 5 of this Bill now before 
Parliament it is provided that the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government may by 
order exclude plant that would be assess- 
able from liability to assessment provided 

(a) it is the practice of the trade for 

which the item is provided to move 
the item, or part, from the heredita- 
ment, or situation in a hereditament, 
to another and 

(b) that the weight, greatest dimension 

and volume (each being measured as 
provided by the order) do not exceed 
such limits as may be prescribed by 
the order. 

It would appear that if this provision of 
the Bill is not altered it will be well within 
the Minister’s powers to make an order 
which should exempt contractor’s plant on 
sites from liability to rates. It is to be 
hoped therefore that in preparing his statu- 
tory order the Minister will give close 
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attention to the desirability of removing 
contractor’s plant from liability to rates: 
he will, however, have to be given detailed 
particulars of contractor's plant and of 
likely trends and developments in plant 
so as to ensure that the order is drafted 
sufficiently widely to cover most of the 
plant a contractor is likely to have on 
site. 


Liability at Cross Roads 


POINT of general interest to motorists 
and one which contractors might put 
over to their drivers was dealt with in 
Lang v L.T. Executive [(1959) 3 All ER 
609] and has now been confirmed in 
another case recently decided in the Court 
of Appeal, Williams v_ Fullerton and 
another, 
W and others were being driven along 
a minor road by F when, at a cross-roads, 
F’s car collided with another car driven 
by X which was going along a major road 
at a reasonable speed. F had ignored a 
notice in the minor road “Slow, Major 
Road Ahead” and crossed the junction at 
speed, between 30 and 60 mp.h—an 
obviously negligent act which made him 
responsible for the injuries to his passen- 
gers. The question being disputed was 
how far xX, the other driver, was 
responsible. 


On the fact of it X would seem to have 
been the victim of a thoroughly careless, 
if not actually criminal, piece of driving, 
His only fault seems to have been that 
on approaching the junction he did not do 
as the Highway Code states, namely look 
right and left and then right again; he 
did not give the second look to the right. 
Havers J. followed his own decision in 
Lang’s case on similar facts (though there 
the more faulty driver was not doing the 
speed that F was in this case); this decision 
was that a driver on a major road 
approaching a junction was under a duty 
to look out for negligence by drivers on 
the minor road; this view was upheld by 
the Court of Appeal where Lord Justice 
Devlin pointed out that drivers must guard 
against the reasonable possibility of danger 
from the carelessness of others. In the 
result X was held one quarter to blame 
for this accident and thus liable for one 
quarter of the damages to the injured 
passengers in F's car, 

This may seem a very hard case when 
almost everyone would lay the blame for 
this accident on F, the driver on the minor 
road. In Scotland the law is a little 
different and on these facts the decision 
in Scotland would probably have been 
different and X might well not have been 
held liable. However, until this decision 
is altered it would appear that drivers in 
England anyway must anticipate that 
others on the road may well be either 
careless or criminal or both and, with that 
in mind, drive accordingly. Otherwise 
they may find themselves bearing some 
part of the responsibility for an accident 
with a consequent liability on _ their 
insurers and an increased premium likely. 
If only to help keep premiums down the 
gist of this decision might well be con- 
veyed to those who drive a contractors 
vehicles.

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FIRST PUBLIC SHOWING 
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Some New Equipment To Be Seen 
At Crystal Palace 


Many new items of construction equipment will be shown publicly for the first 


time when the International Construction Equipment Exhibition opens next 


Thursday, June 15, at Crystal Palace, London. For many visitors the Exhibition 


will provide the first opportunity of seeing these machines operating under 


working conditions —on the two proving grounds covering some 200,000 square 


feet. In this editorial supplement details are given of some of the items of 


equipment being shown publicly for the first time. 


COMPLETELY new 3 cu. yd. capacity 
4 British-built excavator, the NCK- 
Rapier 1205, will make its début. It is 
introduced by NCK-Rapier, Ltp., 32 
Victoria Street, London, S.W.1, and is 
being built in this country under licence 
from the Koehring Company of Milwaukee, 
U.S.A. The boom has been designed to the 
requirements of the latest B.S.S. and the 
basic 60ft. lattice boom can be extended 
to a maximum length of 150ft. Jib booms 
up to 30ft. in length are available with 
main booms up to 140ft. The maximum 
lifting capacity of the crane is 55 tons 
based on 66.2 per cent. of the tipping 
load. Power controlled boom and load 
lowering and an audible warning indicator 
are available. A special long-range shovel 
front end attachment will be available 
shortly with 50ft. shovel boom, 36ft. dipper 
stick, rope crowd mechanism and 24 cu. 
yd. bucket. This attachment has a digging 
reach of over 65ft. 


The principal exhibits on the Babcock 
stand will be examples of the first British- 
built horizontal saddle-jib tower cranes, 
types G 15 HV-A and G 60 HV-A, from 
the range of Babcock-Weitz tower cranes 
being built by BABCOCK AND WILCOX, LTD., 
in Scotland under licence arrangements 
with Weitz S.A. The type G 15 HV-A is 
a rail-mounted crane, with a jib radius of 
66ft. and a lifting height of 43ft. It has 
a two-speed main winch and is fitted with 
a cable winder unit. Type G 60 HV-A is 
a telescopic rail-mounted tower crane 
having a maximum jib radius of 99ft. and 
a lifting height of 72ft. This model has 
twin saddles linked in tandem capable of 
a maximum load of 6 tons and is fitted 
with two-speed main winch and cable 
winder unit. Production of these cranes 
is now well advanced, the G 15 being 
available from stock. 


Equipment from five countries covering 
the production and use of concrete on site 
and in the precast works will be shown by 
THE CORNELLY EQUIPMENT Co., LTD., 39 
Victoria Street, London, S.W.]. The 
Record Komet 61 travelling block machine 
will be seen for the first time in England. 
Another 1961 model will be the new 
Record Bar Bender and from America will 
come the Hydrobot for the automatic con- 
trol of water added to pan or trough 
mixers with automatic compensation for 
varying moisture content of the aggregate. 
A number of British-made vibrators from 
the Record range of Star Vibrators will be 
exhibited for the first time. 


Among new equipment to be shown by 
MACHINERY (CONTINENTAL), LTD., 42 Park 
Street, London, W.1, will be the Giraffe- 
Vertical Hoist, a range of barrows and a 
tar spraying machine. Erected by two 
men in one hour the Giraffe can hoist 
materials or equipment to a height of 95ft. 
and the change-over from automatic skip 
to platform is accomplished by knocking 
out two pins. The tar sprayer is described 
as a simple lightweight machine with high 
output, designed for spreading tar, bitumen 
and composition surfaces. Heating by gas 
or fuel—automatic re-heating of material 
sO maintaining maximum _ temperature. 
Patented drum hoisting apparatus simpli- 
fying filling, large heating area—regulated 
spraying pressure, and a special three-way 
valve enabling the tank to be refilled from 
outside storage—or the filling of buckets 
direct from the machine, which is pro 
tected against all fire risks. Wheels 
mounted on roller bearings, rubber tyres, 
orakes on all wheels—capacity 55 gallons 


“Phoenix” pre-coated chipping spreader 
is to be shown for the first time by THI 
PHOENIX ENGINEERING Co., Ltp., Chard. 
This machine has been designed to spread 
tar or bitumen pre-coated chipping at a 
pre-determined rate. Features include 
hopper, raker bar and feed roller; feed 
gates to control rate of spread; powered 
by Lister HA.14-h.p. air-cooled diesel 
engine; carried on gap rollers; maximum 
width 12ft.; to tow behind paving machine 


The principal exhibit by PEGson, Lr. 
Coalville, will be a Pegson Wibau W5 
coating plant which will be on display, in 
its entirety, for the first time at any 
British exhibition. Comprising a feeder, 
cold stone elevator, dryer, hot stone ele- 
vator, screening section and mixing section 
which incorporates an automatic weighing 
system, the plant extends some 120ft. and 
is rated at 50 to 60 tons per hour.

A single platform, suff- 
cient for a small job, can be fixed at any 
height in a matter of minutes, it is stated, 
or enough scaffolding for an entire wall 
can be erected quickly and safely by un- 
skilled labour. All that is necessary is 
for the building to be fitted with special 
sockets, unnoticeable when not in use, to 
take the patented brackets which are the 
foundation of the system of scaffolding.

Two of the exhibits of Joy SULLIVAN, 
Ltp., 7 Harley Street, London, W.1, have 
not previously been shown at any exhibi 
tion in Britain. The first of these is a 
new design of rotary vane portable air 
compressor, the Airvane RP.260, which has 
a capacity of 260 c.f.m. free air delivered 
at 100 p.s.i. The model shown has a Ford 
diesel engine, but Ruston or Perkins 
engines can be fitted. An unusual feature 
of the design is the absence of the con- 
ventional air receiver, this function being 
carried out within a specially designed 
adaptor housing which incorporates the 
oil reservoir and air/oil separator. This 
enables the overall size of the compressor 
to be brought down to 7ft. 10in. long (less 
towbar), 5ft, 6in. wide and 4ft. 7in. high. 
The second new machine is the Joy TDM 
Trac Drill, a self-propelled crawler track- 
mounted carrier fitted with a 450-DR Dual 
Rotation drill of 44in. bore. The TDM 
Carrier, which was designed for moving 
deep-hole percussion drills over the 
roughest terrain and to provide stability 
and maneuvrability in drilling operations 
at practically any angle is power-operated 


in all its movements and its tramming 
power enables it to tow a 600 c.f.m. 
portable compressor up to 10 per cent 
gradient 
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The Halco “Tiger” power truck is ¢ 
new machine from HALiFax Toor Co. 
Ltp., Southowram, Halifax. This unit can 
be used to mobilise compressors, Sone, 
tors, pumps or similar equipment able to 
be mounted on the chassis. The specially 
designed gearbox enables such equipment 
to utilise the 86-96 b.h.p. Ford six-cylinder 
diesel engine at maximum efficiency ang 
also allows the unit to be driven on roads 
or over rough country. The “Tiger” 
mobile compressor comprises the above 
unit with a two-stage, oil flooded rotary 
air compressor giving an output of 210 
c.f.m. at 100Ib./sq. in The “Tiger mobile 
deep drilling rig comprises a mast with 
winch and rotation motors mounted on the 
above mobile compressor making a mobile 
drilling machine using the Halco-Stenuick 
Down the Hole Hammers. It will drijj 
holes from 2in. diameter to 43in. diameter 
to a depth of 150ft. or deeper for special 
applications. Drilling can be either dry or 
with water flushing, 


MorTor Rail, Ltp., will be showing for 
the first time in this country their 28 b.hp 
34-ton Simplex locomotive incorporating 
the new Simtran transmission, for mining, 
quarrying and general use. This trans- 
mission has been developed after a study 
of the problems frequently met with in 
underground engineering — heavy engine 
shock loading, lengthy periods of con- 
tinuous running and other hazards. It 
employs a fluid coupling (both dry fluid and 
oil type are available) combined with a 
constant mesh gearbox containing two 
hydraulically operated multiple clutches 
for change of direction and change of 
speed. Change of speed is by synchro- 
mesh clutches and the change speed lever 
automatically operates the  multiplate 
clutch, the foot pedal being thus 
eliminated 


A selection of Atlas hydraulic loaders 
and excavators manufactured by H. Wey- 
HAUSEN KG., Maschinenfabrik, Delmen- 
horst, will be demonstrated by CALEDONIAN

BUYERS SHOULD TAKE SAFETY FACTOR INTO 
ACCOUNT 


MHE annual expenditure of some 
| £50m. per annum on construction 
equipment in Britain has taken much 
of the toil and sweat out of contracting 
work. Mechanisation has, however, 
inevitably created new hazards. Modern 
machines pack a terrific punch and 
plant accidents are often serious, some- 
times fatal. In fact, on highly mechanised 
jobs, plant is probably the biggest killer 
of all, while taking the overall picture 
something like 20 per cent. of all report- 
able accidents on construction sites are 
caused by plant. 

Almost a third of plant accident can be 
compared with road accidents. Machines 
hit men, run over the edges of excavations, 
get out of control, collide and overturn. 


A proper traffic pattern in which the 
pedestrians are, as far as_ possible, 
segregated from the traffic is just as 


important on site as it is on the roads. 
Plant on site must be properly positioned 
and routed away from overhead lines, 
walkways and working positions, not too 
close to excavations, and where it will not 
cause an obstruction. 

Accidents from lifting appliances often 
fall into the same broad category. Men 
get struck by hoists or by crane loads or 
slings. Similarly, most pneumatic drill 
accidents are the result of the tool striking 
the operator's foot. 


Obviously such accidents must be dealt 
with on site. The remedy largely lies in 
correct operation of plant and in position- 
ing both the men and the plant so that the 
men do not get struck by the plant. But 
a large section of plant accidents, amount- 
ing to perhaps half the total are the joint 
responsibility of the plant manufacturers 
and the contractor. Pinched finger accidents 
are a case in point. Many of these occur 
in handling skips and just as it is important 
that men should be shown how to use them 
safely it is equally important that the design 
should be such that the equipment is as 
safe and foolproof as possible. The same 
considerations apply to pinched finger 
accidents that occur through men getting 
their fingers trapped in pulleys or when 
setting up piling plant. 


Starting Accidents 


Starting handles provide a_ further 
example. It is surprising how many 
fractured wrists are sustained in the simple 
operation of starting an engine. It is 
clearly necessary that men should be shown 
the proper grip and stance to be used. 
Equally, manufacturers must fit a starting 
handle that engages properly or possibly 
provide some alternative method of start- 
ing. 

Accidents due to mechanical failure are 
rare, despite the tremendous pounding 
that machines get on site. Robust manu- 


Export Achievement 


week by week in the pages of The 

Contract Journal reference is in 
variably made to the export achieve- 
ments of British construction equipment 
manufacturers. It would be impossible 
to record in this issue details of all the 
major orders received recently from 
abroad by the companies who will be 
exhibiting at next week’s International 
Construction Equipment Exhibition but 
these few notes of some overseas orders, 
together with the illustrations of British 
equipment in operation abroad to be 
found elsewhere in the supplement, give 
some small indication of the activities of 
avirile exporting industry. 

Wide Range of Markets 

The publicity recently accorded to 
Priestman Brothers’ large export order for 
Poland, has possibly obscured their suc 
cessful efforts in a wide range of other 
export markets. Their export business has, 
in recent months, accounted for as much 
as 60 to 70 per cent. of their total pro 
duction. 

In the last three months, substantial 
orders have been received from some 20 
different countries, notably from Austria 
lover £100,000 worth of highly competitive 
business) and Sweden (£30,000). 


Walking Draglines for Canada 

Two giant electrically driven walking 
draglines, each worth 14 million dollars, 
are being supplied by Ransomes and 
Rapier, Ltd., to Canada for open-cast 
mining operations, 

The first of these is in course of delivery 
to Calgary Power, Ltd., of Alberta. This 
order was obtained in the face of fierce 
competition from firms in the U.S.A. It 
was the first to be placed in Great Britain 

r such machinery to be used on the 
North American continent. 
_ The second and similar walking dragline 
Snow being made at Waterside Works, 
lbswich, and is for D. W. and R. A. Mills, 
lid, of Minto, New Brunswick. 

Both these draglines are known as the 


Rapier W1350 and are designed specially 
for open-cast mining operations. Each 
weighs 1,400 tons and is equipped with a 
33 cu. yd. bucket capable of carrying 50 


tons of material at a time at a radius 
of 215ft. 

Both machines have design features 
specially introduced to meet Canadian 


requirements. On occasions they will have 
to work in very low temperatures and 
special steels have, therefore, been used 
for certain parts. 

Leipzig Fair Success 

The new Rapier 1520 mobile crane has 

already had considerable success in the 
export field. The model which was 
exhibited at the Leipzig Spring Fair was 
sold to East Germany for use on State 
building projects. Others have gone to 
Morocco and St. Helena. 

Pakistan Irrigation 


Another of the Crystal Palace exhibitors, 
NCK-Rapier, Ltd., recently secured a con- 
tract for eight NCK-Rapier 605 excavators 
for Pakistan’s Water and Power Develop- 
ment Authority. This order, valued at 
approximately £200,000 was won in the 
face of keen competition from West 
Germany, U.S.A. and Czechoslovakia and 
other competitors. 


Crushing Plant 


Pegson, Ltd., comes news of 
crushing plant supplied to Bolani Ores, 
Ltd., whose mines are situated in the 
Province of Orissa (India) some 300 miles 
south-west of Calcutta, The value of this 
contract was approximately £180,000. 

At the Rourkela Steelworks, controlled 
by the Hindustan Steel Co., further crush- 
ing and screening plant is being installed 
to prepare the limestone required for steel 
production. This plant was in the region 
of £160,000. 

Argentine Orders 

At the start of his four months overseas 
tour, Mr. Frank Parker, export sales 
manager to Bray Construction Equipment, 
Ltd., recently completed an agency agree- 
ment for Bray with Buxton, Ltd., of Buenos

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facture is required to withstand site usage. 
But contractors have a duty to see that 
brakes and clutches are checked regularly 
to ensure that they are effective and 
properly adjusted. Brake failure has 
caused dumpers to topple into excavations 
and clutch failure has brought excavator 
jibs crashing down onto men. 


Layout of Controls 


Layout of controls is another important 
matter. Accidents do arise because wrong 
gears are engaged or feet slip off clutches. 
Here again plant operators must be 
instructed in the use of their machines. It 
all too often happens that an inexperienced 
man is put into a machine with scant 
instruction and in no time at all there is 
an accident. But the manufacturers have 
a duty too. The controls should be made 
as foolproof as possible. and laid out care- 
fully for ease of operation and prevention 
of driver fatigue. The whole science of 
ergonomics has a big part to play in the 
design of construction equipment both from 
a productivity and a safety point of view. 


At the International Construction Equip- 
ment Exhibition the biggest ever display of 
equipment in Britain will be on view, some 
of it in operation on the large proving area. 
Buyers should take the safety factor into 
account when deciding on their purchases. 
A machine that has been well designed 
from an operational and safety point of 
view is likely to have had some careful 
thought applied to its overall design. 


Mention too should be made of the non- 
mechanical equipment that will be on dis- 
play. Some items, such as_ trenching 
equipment and scaffolding have a safety 
function that is just as important as their 
productive function. 


Aires, Argentina. Initial stock orders 
have been placed by Buxton, Ltd., for four 
BL 455T, 91 b.h.p. tractor shovels; one 
BL 450TP, 80 b.h.p.; three BL 460T, 
110 b.h.p. and two BL 450TF, 80 b.h.p. 

Plant has been supplied to the Argentine 
by Barber- Greene Olding and Co., Ltd., 
who have sold in this market finishers 


and continuous mixing plants worth 
£110,000. From January of this year 
the same company have received from 


France orders worth £230,000 for asphalt 
finishers and continuous and batch mixing 
plants. 

Orders for the “Starmix” 37 mobile 
asphalt plant which was shown for the 
first time at the Public Works Exhibition, 
London, last November have been received 
by Frederick Parker, Ltd., from Sarawak, 
Canada and Port Elizabeth. Limmer and 
Trinidad Lake Asphalt Co. have ordered 
one for contract work in the Arabian Gulf. 


Rollers for Burma 


Earlier this year Thomas Green and Son, 
Ltd., received a large order from the 
Government of the Union of Burma for 
heavy road rollers and they now have 
over 200 of this type in operation in Burma 
alone. The company regularly despatch 
machines to the European countries, the 
Middle East and Africa. 


Concrete Equipment 

Recent orders obtained by Winget, Ltd., 
include 4 cu. yd. mixers for the Douro 
River Hydro-Electric project in Portugal, 
weigh batching and control equipment and 
mixers for the New Zealand Ministry of 
Works, ready mixed concrete plant with 
truck mixers to South Africa and miscel- 
laneous products to Ghana and Malaya. 

Among recent orders received by 
Anderston Clyde Engineers, Ltd., is quite 
a considerable one for crane installation 
for Pan-African Amalgamated Timber in 
Ghana. 


East German Order 


Massey - Ferguson’s industrial tractor 
with the three-in-one loader-digger-shovel 
unit has been exported to a number of 
African countries and other overseas 
markets. An order valued at £100,000 was

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E.C.G.D.’s Facilities for the 
Construction Industries 


dae April 12, the President of the 

Board of Trade announced a reduc- 
tion of E.C.G.D.’s premium rates and 
the introduction of Finance Guarantees. 
Both of these developments will be of 
major benefit to constructional works 
contractors. 

The premium reductions are greater for 
the weaker markets and for longer periods 
\f credit. For example, for a constructional 
project in an averagely good market where 
payment was to be spread over five years 
from the date of contract with approxi- 
mately 40 per cent. of the payments due 
to be made by the time of completion, a 
rate of about 45s. per £100 for the basic 
policy would be reduced by a shilling or so. 
For a market that is a poorer risk the rate 
of about £5 per £100 could be reduced to 
about £3 5s. Od. per £100. Since much of 
the overseas construction business lies in 
the weaker markets, E.C.G.D.’s premium 
reductions for specific contracts—including 
those involving a Constructional Works 
Guarantee—is likely to be of especial bene- 
fit to the constructional industries. 


Finance Guarantees 


The new Export Finance Guarantees 
will, with ithe exception of those for ships, 
go largely to the constructional industries. 
These guarantees introduce a completely 
new basis for the financing of large capital 
projects, where the true nature of the 
demand overseas is not for supplier credit 
but for some form of self-liquidating capital 
investment over a_ substantially longer 
period than could be appropriate to sup- 
plier credit. 

The broad outline of these new guaran- 
tees is that an initial payment will be made 
by the buyer at the time of contract, with 
provision for a further payment at accept- 
ance which will be at the contractor’s risk; 
but E.C.G.D.* will guarantee 100 per cent. 
of the money advanced to the buyer to 
enable him to make the bulk of the pay- 
ment as provided for in his contract. 
E.C.G.D. will make these guarantees to 
banks and other institutions who are pre- 
pared to finance overseas buyers of large 
capital projects, costing over £2 million 
from the United Kingdom. Already 
Lazard Brothers, the merchant bankers, 
have formed a consortium of 28 insurance 
companies to provide £11.5 million of 
long-term export finance for projects 
covered by these guarantees, and other 
similar arrangements are understood to be 
in negotiation. 

It must, however, be recognised that 
these Finance Guarantees will not be 
available for any business that fits the 
pattern of supplier credit, and that in any 
case, because of the effect of long-term 
credits on the balance of payments, this 
new facility will be applied with very much 
greater selectivity than normal E.C.G.D. 
imsurance. Leaving this aside the other 
broad requirements for obtaining a Finance 
Guarantee are; that E.C.G.D. is satisfied 
that the business is a sound proposition 
from the underwriting aspect as to the 
buyer, his government, and the suitability 
of the contractual relationships; and that 
there are strong commercial grounds for 
gaining the contract, such as that it would 
benefit the United Kingdom balance of 
payments, maintain a position in an 
established market, or assist the develop- 
ment of a market with a promising long- 
term outlook. 


Bank Guarantees 


The Finance Guarantees do not super- 
sede the existing Bank Guarantees, which 
are widely used in conjunction with the 

*Export Credits Guarantee Department,

Constructional Works Policies. Under 
these Bank Guarantees, E.C.G.D. gives a 
direct and unconditional guarantee to the 
bank that if, following acceptance of the 
goods, any payment under the contract 
becomes more than three months overdue, 
the Department will without regard to 
causes, make good 90 per cent. of the 
payment. These Bank Guarantees are 
available for constructional works projects 
where the contract value is in excess of 
£100,000 and where the credit period 
exceeds three years. In order to provide 
such an unconditional guarantee, including 
cover for loss from causes outside the 
normal insurance cover—and_ possibly 
within the control of the exporter himself 

E.C.G.D. takes right of recourse against 
the exporter for the recovery of any money 
it pays to the bank which it would not 
have been liable to pay under its normal 
insurance cover. 

The Bank Guarantees cover the sterling 
element of the contract price but may also 
cover the local expenditure in cases where 
this does not exceed one third of the con- 
tract price and is payable on the same 
terms as the sterling element, or better. 


Constructional Works Policies 


The Constructional Works policy was 
devised by E.C.G.D. especially to meet the 
needs of contractors for overseas construc- 
tion projects. The policy is based on the 
assumption that the Conditions of Contract 
(International) for Works of Civil Engi- 
neering Construction (First Edition, 
August, 1957) will be used. Where this 
is not used the policy may have to be 
amended to take into account any unusual 
features in the contract. The basic cover 
is related to what a contractor is entitled 
to receive in accordance with his contract 
with the employer. An endorsement to 
the guarantee can provide cover for addi- 
tional risks which, although they may not 
come within the terms of the International 
Conditions, are related to the execution of 
work overseas. These include: non sterling 
payments, including payments for local 
costs; transfer risks; and requisition or 
confiscation of plant. 

Constructional Works policies are de 
signed primarily to cover and assist the 
financing of exports of capital goods. Pro- 
vided however that the contract as a whole 
is an insurable transaction, E.C.G.D. will 
cover local costs under the policy where 
they form a relatively small proportion of 
a contract which involves the supply of a 
substantial quantity of United Kingdom 
equipment; alternatively, cover can include 
the local expenditure element where this 
does not exceed two-thirds of the loca! 
contract price and is to be paid on short 
credit terms, for example progress pay- 
ments on monthly or quarterly account. 
E.C.G.D. is prepared to treat such items 
as fees paid for engineering services, pro- 
spective profits and a proportion of salaries 
paid to United Kingdom personnel as part 
of the sterling component of the contract 
price. 

Early Approach 


In conclusion, since May 1, 1959, when 
the present Constructional Works Guaran- 
tees were introduced, E.C.G.D. has issued 
policies of this type for a total contract 
value of over £27 million for projects in 
the Middle East and Africa. In addition, 
much work of this kind ancillary to supply 
contracts for major plant has been included 
in the cover provided under the Depart- 
ment’s standard specific policies for 
medium-term business. 

Contractors who are considering taking 
out a policy, or who would like any further 
information on the finance guarantees, the 
constructional works guarantees, or bank 
guarantees are advised to consult 
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E.C.G.D. at as early a stage as :

CRYSTAL PALACE LIVES AGAIN 


FTER the Great Exhibition of 1851, the 
“ great glass palace that had housed it 
was moved from Hyde Park to the site at 
Sydenham where, for nearly a hundred 
years, it was to remain one of the nation’s 
showpieces. Perhaps the extreme expres- 
sion of the Victorian ideal of combining 
amusement and recreation with instruction 
and education, it was the home of 
exhibitions of all kinds, a national centre 
for oratorios and brass band festivals 
alike, the venue for the most elaborate 
firework displays, a home of the Cup 
Final and one of the first places which 
Londoners and visitors to London thought 
of when planning a day’s outing, Such 
events, interrupted by the First World War 
when it was used by the Admiralty as a 
training depot continued until November 
30, 1936, when the Palace was completely 
destroyed by a fire that could be seen for 
many miles around. 

In the next year or two many of the 
activities which had been associated with 
the grounds still took place and one or two 
exhibitions were staged under canvas on 
the spacious lower terrace. Then came the 
1939-45 war and the site was used by the 
Government for a variety of war purposes. 
At the end of the war the estate lay largely 
derelict and the Trustees realised that their 
own resources would be wholly inadequate 
if even a start was to be made on the work 
of reconstruction. As a result the London 
County Council (Crystal Palace) Act was 
passed in 1951 which enabled the Council 
from January 1, 1952, to take over the 
site and assume the duties and responsibili- 
ties that had formerly been laid on the 
Trustees—-to use the Crystal Palace 
property for education and recreation and 
the furtherance of commerce, art and 
industry. 


Redevelopment Plans 


Since then, plans have been drawn up 
for the redevelopment of the 200-acre 


estate. One of the main features of the 
plan—the £2m. National Recreation 
Centre—is already under construction. 


When completed in about two years’ time, 
it will include a large sports hall with 
Olympic standard swimming and diving 
pools, a teaching pool, gymnasia, squash 
courts, lawn tennis and cricket practice 
rooms; a stadium with a floodlit athletics 
track and football pitch; a covered 120yd. 
sprinting straight; outdoor courts and 
pitches for many sports; and a hostel block 
with 46 single and 46 double rooms. The 
centre, to be run by the Central Council 
of Physical Recreation, will provide courses 
for training coaches and leaders; courses 
for young people who wish either to 
improve their standard in some activity of 
which they have already had experience or 
to learn a new one; amateur sports events 
and the reception and training of overseas 
teams visiting this country. Some of the 
facilities will also be available at times for 
general public use. 


Exhibition Centre 


The second of the main proposals has 
been that the ground on which the old 
Crystal Palace building itself stood and the 
terraces adjoining it—about 40 acres in all 

-should be reserved for the site of an 
exhibition centre of national importance. 
The London County Council has welcomed 
this year’s Construction Equipment Exhibi- 
tion as a first step towards this ultimate 
aim.

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_ Exporting British Construction Equipment

N the first quarter of 1961, compared 
I with the same period of 1960, 
Board of Trade figures show that ex- 
cavating machinery was responsible for 
the second-largest increase in export 
volume of all engineering products. 
They represented 
qa 39 per cent. & 
increase, and | 
were only just 
behind commer- 
cial vehicles and 
chassis, which re- 
presented a 42 
per cen t 1n- 
crease, and were 
followed by tex- 
tile machinery 
with 36 per cent. 
Since 1950 manu- 
facturers of con- 
struction equip- 
ment in the 
United Kingdom have increased their 
value of production and their value of 
exports nearly four times. In 1960, the 
value of production in the industry was 
£101.7m., of which approximately half 
was exported. 

The tradition of exporting a high pro 
portion of production was part of company 
policy of many of the larger companies 
before the second world war, but the small 
and medium-sized firms started to become 
export conscious in the immediate post- 
war years when the Government had the 
power to restrict steel allocations unless 
it could be shown that at least 50 per cent. 
of turnover was going abroad. This was 
in the period of “phoney peace” seller’s 
market, when home order books for plant 
ran into two to three years, and special 
export allocations had to be made to keep 


overseas distributors and customers satis 
fied.

North American Experience 

In the early fifties, some companies had 
the gruelling experience of the Canadian 
market to get their teeth into, and there 
is little doubt that those who have accepted 
the challenge of Canada, have received a 
shake up in their ideas of design and sales 
promotion in a way that can _ have 
done nothing but good; and as a result 
they have far less to fear against foreign 
competition in the rest of the world. The 
threat of reduced tariffs on imports into 
the United Kingdom which is being talked 
of in connection with our joining the 
Common Market should be far less worry- 
ing to those firms who have been up 
against some of the stiffest competition in 
the world in the North American market, 
an area which has seen the development 
of so much modern earthmoving equip- 
ment. It is the sheer force and violence of 
competition in North America that has 
contributed to the efficiency of the plant 
they use, and the development of labour- 
and time-saving features which are an 
Seon part of a modern contractor’s 
tool. 

Our company will have this year com- 
pleted its tenth year of selling to Canada 
in what at times has looked like a barely 
profitable enterprise. However, the experi- 
fnce gained has been enormous both in 
design ideas and in the training of 
Personnel in advanced thinking on all 
Matters concerned with the sales, service 
and promotion of earthmoving equipment. 
Our company’s philosophy is that if you 
can compete successfully with the best you 
have little to fear in developing an inter- 
national selling organisation, and this is 
what many British construction machinery 
firms have done and are still doing; some 
on their own, others in collaboration with 
each other, and it is an encouraging feature 


of this industry that the willingness to co- 
operate is high and can be a great force 
in pooling valuable local knowledge and 
experience, 

Design Policy 


It should be mentioned that the industry 
is virtually divided into those firms who 
are responsible for their own basic designs, 
and those who license designs from over- 
seas, chiefly American companies. The 
handicaps of the firms who are designing 
their own equipment are considerable 
because the British home market is not 
necessarily a reliable guide to the treat- 
ment and use of plant in overseas markets, 
and it is here that the United States manu- 
facturer has a very much greater pull by 
having on its doorstep a continent in which 
almost every conceivable ground condition 
and every climatic variation can be found. 
The British maker, therefore, has to travel 
more intensively and to be more willing 
to acknowledge that overseas conditions 
can alter the concept of his machine, and 
in the willingness to do this lies very 
largely the secret of success for those 
British firms who are still responsible for 
their own designs. A stiff-necked policy 
on design has seen the demise of more 
than one British - made contractors’ 
machine. 

In the early years British plant was not 
always as well serviced as it might have 
been but thanks to vociferous complaints 
from some of the larger British contractors, 
a better understanding of the field 
problems overseas has been reached, and 
the standard of service and training in 
maintenance offered by manufacturers is 
much improved. However, perfection can 
never be attained, and there is no room 
for complacency. 

The industry suffered a setback in 
1958/59, when a credit squeeze in the 
United Kingdom and Europe appeared to 
coincide with the shortage of funds in 
the under-developed countries, but this 
position has now changed, and shortage 
of production capacity in some sections 
of the industry is the problem. This 
movement from boom to recession is one 
that must be of concern to the industry 
and tends to encourage caution, and is 
in some way responsible for the fact that 
the present unforeseen boom has led to 
such extended deliveries. Problems of 
forecasting demand several years ahead 
continue to exercise crystal ball-gazing 
sales directors, and the announcement of 
the Cambridge University Department of 
Applied Economics’ Ten Year Survey of 
demand in industry is to be welcomed. 


European Market 


British earthmoving equipment is well- 
accepted in Europe, where it enjoys a 
reputation as high as that of any other 
country, and most progressive companies 
regard it as a natural extension of their 
home market. On the continent there is 
competition in every field, and not only 
from other industrial countries but local 
industries also; but even so the British 
manufacturer in countries like Sweden, 
Switzerland and Austria, and even 
Germany, receives a large share of the 
market and has so far succeeded in keep- 
ing ahead of his foreign competitors. 
About 50 per cent. of total overseas orders 
go to Europe, and many of us are 
extremely concerned about the division 
between “The Six” and “The Seven”. 
Despite the differential of 24 per cent. 
between German and British import costs 
in Holland, and wider variances in France 
and Italy, markets there seem to be 
buoyant and able to accept a good pro- 
portion of British equipment. However, 
in January the next step is to be taken 
to widen the gap between “The Six” and 
“The Seven”, and this may more seriously 
affect the British manufacturers. In view, 
therefore, of our limited operating condi- 


tions in the home market, it is more than 
ever important that the European con- 
tinent should be opened wide to this 
industry so that we can be free to compete 
on equal terms with all other European 
manufacturers. Most firms are anxiously 
waiting for the decision to be taken to 
bring the two groups together, as the cost 
of setting up new factories on the con- 
tinent would be prohibitive to many in 
the industry in view of the very high 
capital sums needed for machine tools, 
jigs and fixtures; and unless long runs can 
be guaranteed, costs would inevitably be 
much higher than well-established local 
competition. 

It is to be hoped that the present talks 
going on between the British and the 
French about the possibility of our joining 
the Common Market will be pursued to a 
satisfactory conclusion, and if this involves 
the scaling down of Imperial Preferences 
as part of the deal, we for one would 
accept this as an inevitable trend which 
has been going on for the past 10 years, 
and which the importing countries of the 
Commonwealth are being forced to reduce 
by the other countries of the world with 
whom they trade. 


Problem of Finance 


I mentioned earlier that the problem at 
present seems to be one of capacity, but 
it is also, and will increasingly be, one of 
finance. So long as exports go to Europe, 
a highly capitalised area, and so long as 
parts of the Commonwealth could dip into 
C.D. & W. funds, capital goods of anything 
from £5,000 to £50,000 could be financed 
with reasonable certainty; but with the 
growing call on European capital overseas 
and the handing over of the Colonies to 
independence, with construction schemes 
that must be achieved as part of the suc- 
cessful independent nation’s progress, the 
capital resources at present available will 
be totally inadequate to carry out the 
schemes and provide the plant necessary. 

This is a world problem, and at present 
it is still being tackled by individual 
nations along national lines. The United 
States has the Exim Bank which not only 
guarantees funds for capital development 
overseas but also lends the money to pro- 
vide the plant for its schemes. We have 
nothing equivalent in the United Kingdom, 
and despite the recent improvement in 
E.C.G.D. cover for overseas contracts there 
is*still no single finance organisation which 
can provide the money for the supply of 
plant other than the banks, and the City, 
who will only finance individual contracts 
providing E.C.G.D. cover is available. 

The frustration felt by many manu- 
facturers is that, as in America, there 
should be one authority in the United 
Kingdom on which one could be assured 
of finance to compete with the Amercian 
Exim Bank, and the reason usually given 
for our not having such an organisation 
is that we have not, as a country, the 
resources available. My reply to this is 
that our Government resources are 
obviously limited by what can be raised 
in budgets and from Government invest- 
ments at home and abroad, but there must 
be large funds in the City of London 
which could be realised for this important 
work. Whilst one merchant bank has 
recently asked the insurance companies 
to contribute a sum towards a pool for 
long-term finance of capital projects, there 
still remains the feeling, rightly or wrongly, 
among British manufacturers, that we are 
not being given all the heln by either 
Government or private financial institu- 
tions to take part in some of the longer 
term schemes.

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INTERNATIONAL ROAD TAR CONFERENCE 
Pitch-Bitumen Blends Discussed at Plenary Session 


Delegates from eleven nations attended the Plenary Session of the International 
Road Tar Conference held last week at Harrogate, Yorks. The main object of the 
Session was to focus attention on the problems associated with the practical 
utilisation of road tar in relation to the modern road. Five Papers bearing on these 
roblems were presented by Great Britain, Belgium, France, Germany, and the 
Netherlands. The subject of pitch-bitumen blends aroused considerable interest, 
and the Paper from the Netherlands dealt with their application in road and 
hydraulic constructions. Presented by J. H. HAGEMAN, Chemische Industrie, 
: Uithorn N.V., this Paper is given below. 


grote the XIth International Road 
Congress, held in 1959 at Rio de 
Janeiro, it was clearly expressed that 
pitch-bitumen blends should be re- 
garded as very important. 

Similar compositions are already being 
manufactured and applied in many 
European countries, e.g., in Germany, 
Great Britain, Belgium, Hungary, etc. 
Also in the Netherlands a pitch-bitumen 
blend has been developed some years ago, 
which is being used with increasing 
success. 

Apart from many points of similarity, 
based principally on the same _ colloid- 
chemical structure, there are, however, a 
number of differences, caused by the more 
aromatic character of the pitch and the 
more aliphatic- naphthenic nature of 
bitumen. 

For a large variety of bituminous con- 
structions both binders come up to the 
specifications recommended. 

Asphaltic bitumen is less affected by 
temperature than hard pitch of equal 
viscosity, and the advantageous properties 
mentioned below are available in a blend 
f the two materials. 

Surface treatments are exposed to 
climatic conditions such as rain, snow, low 
and high temperatures and to influences 
if the constantly growing traffic. 

Owing to its polar character, pitch has 
1 better adhesion than bitumen, especially 
n contact with water. Pitch will not be 
displaced from the mineral aggregate by 
water after adhesion has been completed 

Chemical Resistance 

Other advantages of pitch are that it is 
rotproof and sea water resisting. 

It is obvious that one should look for 
1 binder which possesses both properties 

Owing to the limited miscibility of pitch 
and bitumen it was impossible, until 
recently, to combine the good properties 
of the two components effectively in one 
blend. 

Homogeneous mixing generally could 
only be achieved if less than 20 per cent. 
of one of the components was mixed with 
the other. 
lt was known too that an addition of 
15 to 20 per cent. only slightly alters the 
properties of the main component. 

The cause of the separation was found 
by laboratory research and it then became 


possible to raise the percentage. The 
manufacture of pitch-bitumen blends 
lomogeneous in all proportions, was 


stimulated by the following three require- 
ments: 


(1) The improvement of surface treat- 
ments.— 
Failures were reported, which were 
caused by undesirable properties of 
the individual components, i.e., pitch 
in respect of temperature suscepti- 
bility and bitumen in respect of water 
susceptibility. 
(2) The improvement of the cold-laid 
wearing courses (water susceptibility). 
(3) The improvement of the hot-mixed, 
impervious carpets for sea- walls 
tter resistance against sea water 
; helps to prevent biological attacks). 
Pitch-bitumen blends based on equal 
quantities of pitch and bitumen are now 
manufactured in the Netherlands. 


Application 
(1) Surface Treatment 
A number of experimental road sections 


were laid in 1958, the rate of spread of 
the binder being calculated with regard 
to the existing road surface and the size 
of the chippings to be used. A total 
quantity of 250 tons was sprayed in that 
year, The results were good; the experi- 
mental stretches are in an excellent condi- 
tion. The chippings used were double- 
crushed gravel 8-12 mm. (,%in.-4in). 

During 1959 treatments were carried out 
on a much larger scale. In the hot, dry 
summer about 1,000,000 m? (1,200,000 sq. 
yd.) of road surface were treated. On 
inspection neither loss of chippings nor 
bleeding has been reported. 

Last year the work was continued on a 
constantly growing scale. Contrary to 
1959 the year 1960 was exceedingly wet. 
In spite of this fact more than 3,500,000 
m? (4,200,000 sq. yd.) of road surface 
(corresponding to some 600 km. (373 miles) 
of road length) has been treated with pitch- 
bitumen blend, with great success. 

(2) Application of cold-laid bituminous 
wearing courses 

With regard to the preparation of cold- 
laid bituminous compositions, two systems 
of mixing are used viz.: 

(a) warm; temperature of mixture and 

binder about 90 deg. C.; 

(b) cold; temperature of mixture 
binder equal to atmospheric 
perature. 

In the first case the mineral aggregate 
is heated in a normal type of asphalt 
plant, whereas in the other case the mainly 
moist aggregate at atmospheric tempera- 
ture is mixed cold with unheated binder 
in a simple small mixer (Millar type, or 
counter-flow concrete mixer). Normally 
for the warm compositions a_ binder 
viscosity of 30 deg. C. to 35 deg. C. e.v.t. 
is used. 

The cold pitch-bitumen blend required 
for the cold mix has a viscosity of 0 deg. C. 
to 5 deg. C. e.v.t.

experimental stretch 
of about 3,000 m? (3,600 sq. yd.) was 
applied. Today the total surface laid 
amounts to about 150,000 m2? (179,000 sq. 
yd.). The thickness of the wearing course 
varies from 13 cm. to 24 cm. (jin. to lin.) 
corresponding to approximately 35-50 
kg./m.? (35-24 sq. yd./ton). 

The composition consists of crushed 
gravel,2_ crushed sand,’ filler and _ pitch- 
bitumen blend in the following rough pro- 
portions: 

60 per cent. by weight, coarse aggregate 

(a combination of crushed gravel? in the 

sizes 8-12 mm. (,sin.-4in.), 3-8 mm. (fin.- 

Sin.) and 2-5 mm. (tin.-}in.)). 

29 per cent. by weight, sand (crushed 

sand? in the size 0-3 mm. (0-}in.)). 

4 per cent. by weight, lime-stone filler. 

6.5-6.8 per cent. by weight, pitch- 

bitumen blend. 

No tack coat is needed for the old road. 
The material can be laid upon a damp 
surface. 

The carpets laid are in a good condition, 
but final results can only be reported after 
a couple of years’ wear. 


(3) Sea wall waterproofing carpets 


After the catastrophe in February, 1953, 
bituminous sea wall protections have been 
applied on a large scale in the Netherlands. 

The following requirements are ex- 
tremely important for the above-mentioned 
carpets: 

(a) resistance to disintegration by sea 

water; 

(b) resistance to settlements of the sea 

wall; no cracking is allowed; 
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(c) sufficient strength to resist the forces 
of the water pressure; 


(d) sufficient stability during the hot 
summer temperatures to prevent 
flow; 


(e) the highest possible resistance to 
biological attack. 

Asphaltic bitumen is susceptible to 
stripping from the mineral aggregate by 
water; this fault increases as the viscosity 
of the binder decreases. 

By way of precaution the penetration of 
this binder for sea wall protection purposes 
is limited to 50/60, or in certain circum- 
stances to 60/70. Very dense mixtures 
are also required, but compaction on sea 
wall slopes is rather difficult. This makes 
a softer binder attractive. 

In the case of the Delta works a large 
experimental section, laid with pitch- 
bitumen blend, penetration 80/100, has 
been included. This section is 300 m. 
(328yd.) long and 7 m. (7.7yd.) wide; the 
layer has a thickness of 10 cm. (4in.) The 
carpet rests on a clay base. 

The following mixtures 
used : 

46.5 per cent. by weight gravel* 5-20 

mm, (4in.-3in.); 

42.0 per cent. by weight graded sand; 

5.0 per cent. by weight lime stone filler; 

6.5 per cent. by weight pitch-bitumen 

blend, pen. 80/100. 

The voids after compaction must not 
exceed 8 per cent. 

A Marshall investigation? was carried 
out at a temperature of 6 deg. C., whereby 
average stability values of about 350 kg. 
(772lb.) and 2.3 mm. (0.10in.) flow have 
been determined. The void figures of the 
compacted Marshall test specimen 
amounted on an average to 5.9 per cent. 
From comparative experiments with 
asphaltic bitumen it was stated that an 
equivalent stability and flow are reached 
with pitch-bitumen blend pen. 60/70. 

Because of the difference in specific 
gravity between pitch and bitumen, the 
percentage by weight of binder was 0.5 
per cent. lower for bitumen than for the 
pitch-bitumen blend for the same _ per- 
centage of voids. 

Investigation of samples, cut out from 
the sea wall carpet, has shown that the 
average percentage of voids amounts to 
8 per cent. This may be considered as 
a good result, seeing that it differs from 
the well compacted Marshall test speci- 
mens by only 2 per cent. Finally a detailed 
investigation will be carried out® concern- 
ing the mechanical properties of the 
material from the trial samples and further 
observations will be made as to biological 
attack.

ACCIDENTS TO TOWER CRANES 


Basic Causes and Suggestions for Greater Safety 


(tHE editorial in The Contract Journal 

of May 4, entitled “Disturbing Re- 
ports” has caused considerable comment 
among suppliers and users of tower 
cranes. In a letter to The Editor, Mr. T. 
SUTCLIFFE, Buildmaster crane _ sales 
manager, Abelson and Co. (Engineers) 
Ltd., Coventry Road, Sheldon, Birming- 
ham, 26, lists the basic causes of acci- 
dents to tower cranes and suggests some 
ways in which these could be obviated. 
Mr. Sutcliffe writes: — 


We are in complete agreemenc¢ with your 
editorial comment “Disturbing Reports” 
concerning the incidence of accidents with 
tower cranes during erecting and dis- 
mantling. However, without wishing to 
condone these accidents or appear com- 
placent about such a state of affairs, two 
things should be pointed out: 

(1) Tower cranes are no more prone to, 
nor immune from accidents than any other 
comparable type of plant. 

(2) With the rapidly increasing tower 
crane population of this country the 
number of accidents may increase without 
the percentage necessarily doing so. 

Whilst it may appear that a numerical 
increase is inevitable it is not suggested 
for a moment that this prospect should be 
accepted without any effort being made 
to alleviate it. 

Experienced men in all branches of the 
industry have been aware that accidents 
in building and civil engineering have been 
increasing at roughly the same rate as 
general mechanisation has increased, and 
have been doing all they can through 
various organised bodies to try to incul- 
cate some awareness of the dangers 
peculiar to tower cranes in the minds of 
those who use them. 

During the last two or three years we for 
instance have been giving lectures to, and 
initiating discussions with organisations 
such as the local Industrial Safety Groups, 
The Contractors Mechanical Plant Engi- 
neers, The Institute of Builders Licentiate 
Discussion Club and the private plant 
operatives’ schools such as the one run 
by John Laing and Son at Boreham Wood. 
The sole object of these lectures has been 
to make all people concerned with the use 
of tower cranes more conversant with the 
proper application and safe operation of 
these large and expensive machines. 


Erection and Dismantling 


As a company we believe that safety is 
everyone’s business, from the plant designer 
to the actual operator, and have expended 
considerable time and money on investiga- 
ting this subject over the period of the last 
eight years. We are satisfied that the 
majority of accidents occuring during 
erection or dismantling are occasioned by 
one of the following causes: 

(a) Untrained or inexperienced men 
carrying out erection or dismantling work 
without adequate supervision; 

(b) erectors trying to shortcut recom- 
mended procedures; 

(c) failure to follow implicitly instruc- 
tions concerning the ballasting of the crane 
and the recommended sequence of erection 
or dismantling; 

(d) attempting erection or dismantling 
without adequate tackle, labour or equip- 
ment; 

(e} mounting cranes on badly laid tracks. 
tracks of incorrect gauge, incorrect weight 
or unsuitable foundation; 

(f) the refusal of some plant managers 
of building and civil engineering companies 
to seek expert advice and help from tower 
crane manufacturers, designers and sup- 
pliers; 

(g) overload testing the machines for 
insurance purposes before a complete 
physical, mechanical and structural ex- 
amination has been made of the security 
of all ropes, bolts and fittings; and 


(h) the honest human error or mis- 
calculation. 


False Economy 


In its turn false economy is responsible 
to a tremendous degree, for most of the 
above contributing factors. In an attempt 
to save money, unsuitable or insufficient 
material is often used on badly laid crane 
tracks. For the same reason some con- 
tractors would rather use their own labour 
and tackle in erection than pay a little 
more initially for the experienced erection 
crews and the purpose-made tackle pro-

vided by the leading tower crane suppliers 
in the country. 

In some cases when accidents have 
occurred whilst experienced men have 
been in charge it has been found that the 
man concerned has been momentarily dis- 
tracted by someone outside the actual 
working crew, but cases of this kind are 
very rare indeed and the remedy is 
obvious. As far as is possible from the 
viewpoint of practicability, erection crews 
should be left to get on with their job 
unhindered and the area around them 
should be cleared of all obstructions and 
men not actually required to assist. 

General overall negligence and a lack of 
basic safety practice are the most common 
factors in accidents which occur during 
erection and dismantling. 


Accidents During Operation 


Accidents which occur after erection 
during the use of the crane, however, are 
caused by a great diversity of factors, but 
our experience again shows that most of 
these can be placed in eight main cate- 
gories: 

(1) Deliberate mis-use of the machine. 
i.e. trying to make it reach farther and 
higher than it is intended to do or lift 
greater loads than those for which it was 
designed. Incidents have also been known 
of tower and climbing cranes being called 
upon to do jobs for which, they are neither 
intended nor designed; for example the 
drawing of trench sheets or piling. 

(2) Unskilled, incompetent or negligent 
operation. 

(3) Tampering with safety cutouts in 
order to do the sort of things described 
in (1) above. This includes intentional 
abuse to known safety margins and other 
forms of recognised dangerous practice 
in addition to ignorance of correct opera- 
ting procedure. 

(4) Lack of maintenance on both the 
machine and the track upon which it runs. 

(5) Working blind without a definitely 
nominated banks-man. 

(6) The overriding of an experienced 
operator’s good sense, by executive site 
staff without due consideration of the 
risks involved.

(7) Deliberate or unintentional 
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regard of suppliers instructions concerning 
precautions to be taken when leaving the 
machine unattended or out of service dye 
to storm. 

(8) The honest human error or mis. 
calculation. 

Being aware of the basic causes of these 
accidents it must be up to everybody to 
do what they can to reduce them and the 
primary cure would appear to lie in making 
all users more safety minded, training 
drivers properly and giving greater en. 
couragement and supervision to the carry- 
ing out of regular accident prevention 
maintenance. 

The recently mooted suggestion by 
certain branches of the C.M.P.E. to star; 
a system of operators’ log books would 
be a great help in guiding employers when 
settling on mew tower cranes drivers. 
Properly maintained, these log books would 
contain a complete history of the type of 
machine the man has driven, for how long 
and with what degree of competence, — 

Further reductions in accident figures 
would no doubt be achieved if more firms 
employed their own trained permanent 
safety officers and gave them sufficient 
authority to clamp down on dangerous 
practices on site. 

The facilities of the various industria] 
safety training centres are already available 
to the building and civil engineering 
industry and happily increasing numbers 
of firms have taken advantage of this, but 
even more encouragement and support is 
required by these safety organisations from 
the industry at large. 

Most of the leading tower crane sup- 
pliers will also arrange for a firm buying 
a tower crane to send their fitter and/or 
prospective driver to the tower crane 
works or depot before the crane is 
delivered to the site to instruct the men 
in the correct operation and maintenance 
of the machine concerned. 





(Concluded from page xi) 
generally improved, particularly through 
the Trade Commissioner Service. Un- 
fortunately, the same thing cannot be said 
of some commercial sections of Embassies 
that appear too often to be taken up with 
the social importance of being F.O. men, 
and often tend to treat us “Commercials” 
as being “rather beyond the pale”. A 
more alert and_ businesslike attitude 
would help and we should like to see more 
of these officials sent to industry for train- 
ing before they go overseas. cl 

Local manufacture in overseas territories 
is also a problem to be faced more and 
more in the future as a solution to the 
widespread foreign exchange shortage 
High labour costs have encouraged U.S. 
firms to invest in factories abroad more 
readily than their U.K. equivalents. But 
British firms are being forced into this in 
more countries in the Commonwealth 
(like Australia and India), to keep their 
foot in the door and save these countries 
valuable sterling funds. Local laws that 
restrict royalties and penalise the repatria- 
tion of profits do not encourage overseas 
investment of this kind. 


Greatest Threat to Industry 


The greatest threat to the British con- 
struction equipment industry overseas 1s 
the growing power of the German construc- 
tion machinery makers, who show suc 
inventiveness in their new hydraulically 
operated machines at each year’s Hanover 
Fair. This trend has already been exploited 
successfully by some firms in the United 
Kingdom, but German firms have in 
general gone further in the use of these 
systems than we have. At the same time 
the United States construction plant 
industry has been in the doldrums for the 
last three years, and as a result has had 
to resort to severe price-cutting to clear 
their stocks. The high cost of U.S. lebows 
has also encouraged U.S. firms to see! 
associatiens in Europe and Japan, and this 
trend can be expected to continue. . 

Providing the British construction 1n- 
dustry keeps its ears open on both sides 
of the Atlantic, and acts on the informa- 
tion of trends it receives, it should have 
little to fear.

LEDGER 
force them down.

Highly Protected Country 

Britain is a highly protected country. 
It has become so mainly due to legisla- 
tion passed in times of crisis. The Acts 
of 1897 and 1921 aimed at protecting 
certain home industries from the effects 
of dumping by foreign traders. Admittedly 
there should be protection against unfair 
short-term competition. Physical restric- 
tion or rationing of the dumped goods 
appears a sound answer. But the Safe- 
guarding of Industries Act of 1921 went 
further by protecting certain industries 
against the effect of the depreciation of 
foreign currencies. Why this attempt to 
curtail cheap supplies to the home market 
and to aggravate the depreciation of the 
foreign currency by curtailing the exports 
of the country concerned? 

The Import Duties Act of 1932 imposed 
a 10 per cent. ad valorem tax on nearly 
all imported goods. The list of exceptions 
was short and mainly concerned grain and 
various raw materials. The wording of 
this Act was portentious, “with a view to 
restricting in the national interest the im- 
portation of goods ... to provide a remedy 
in cases where a foreign country dis- 
criminates against goods manufactured in 
the United Kingdom.” A committee was 
set up to advise the Treasury on goods 
which ought to be exempted from duty 
and on goods on which additional duty 
ought to be charged. This Act was passed 
in the aftermath of the financial slump of 
1931. It was meant as a remedy for a 
crisis but it stayed in being practically 
unaltered until 1958. It spelt wholesale 
protection for British manufacturers in the 
home market for 26 years and much of 
what was ruled by the Board of Trade and 
Treasury to be in the national interest 
Most certainly was not so. It led inevitably 
to higher prices at home and equally to 
counter discrimination all over the world. 
The war of “Tit for Tat” in tariffs had 
Started. 

In 1948 and 1949 the Balance of Pay- 
ments with dollar countries grew steadily 
Worse until in the autumn of 1949 the 
Pound sterling had to be devalued in 
relation to the dollar. By this move 





British goods became really cheap in world 
markets. The obvious need was to increase 
production and sell more abroad, but man- 
power was in short supply. The problem 
could only be solved by more productive 
machinery. This was the time, therefore, 
to buy really first-class machinery from 
abroad to give a shot in the arm to our 
production lines. It would be expensive 
but we had Marshall Aid available until 
1952. It is very difficult to understand 
why, in this crisis, the Government 
selected the imports of foreign machifiery 
for the most drastic cuts, including com- 
plete embargoes on various types, yet the 
import of tobacco, films, American enter- 
tainers, newsprint and many other unpro- 
ductive dollar goods went on with very 
little reduction. Perhaps it was that the 
Government believed that our own 
machine tool industry could rise to the 
occasion. If so the belief was unjustified. 
After 10 years of practically complete pro- 
tection the machine tool industry had to 
be completely reorganised and modernised 
in 1959 with Government aid. An influx 
of foreign machine tools 10 years earlier 
might well have taught it a lesson. An 
influx of American construction machinery 
would certainly have enabled British con- 
tractors to have modernised their fleets 
and become more competitive for contracts 
overseas. 

Under the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade signed shortly after the war, 
Great Britain with 25 other nations under- 
took to eliminate physical restriction of 
imports according to an agreed programme. 
Unfortunately the Agreement contained 
several loopholes, the largest being the 
Adverse Balance of Payments clause which 
in effect said, “Don’t do it if you can’t 
afford it.” After years of negotiation and 
several reprimands from the Council of 
G.A.T.T., Britain finally renounced the 
physical restriction of imports on May 16, 
1960. Restrictions on dollar imports of 
machinery were abolished on September 
18, 1958. It is now known that this 
earlier action was largely due to unrelent- 
ing representations made to the Govern- 
ment by many organisations, among them 
the Federation of Construction Machinery 
Importers. 

Bugbear of Import Duty 

The lifting of these restrictions enabled 
importers to bring American construction 
machinery into this country without 
hindrance for the first time since 1949, 
There remained however the bugbear of 
import duty. Under G.A.T.T., tariffs were 
to be lowered by lateral arrangements but 
it would be idle to pretend that any real 
progress had been made. In 1956 a few 
minor adjustments included the reduction 
of import duty on cars from 33 per cent. to 
30 per cent. but the current session of 
G.A.T.T. countries in Geneva—described 
by a Government spokesman as “the first 
real effort to get down to things”—has so 
far produced no results after 18 months 
of negotiation, 

Reaction to European Threat 

In 1957 a new crisis loomed up. Six 
countries formed the European Customs 
Union whereby they undertook to reduce 
the tariffs between each other by stages 
and to maintain a common tariff against 
all other countries. The British Govern- 
ment, seeing the red light, tried to ease 
its way into this arrangement but failed. 
Its reaction to the European threat was 
typically protective. A new Import Duties 
Act was passed in February, 1958. It gave 
sweeping powers to the Board of Trade 
and Treasury to alter tariffs. The act was 
a bargaining counter thinly disguised be- 
hind a new Tariff Schedule co-ordinated 
with European nomenclature. In effect it 
said, “You can do what you like. We are 
armed to the teeth.” It is little wonder 


that the knocking down of barriers to 
international trade proceeds with terrifying 
slowness. 


Construction Equipment under Protection 


Against this general background it is of 
interest to examine how in the post-war 
period the new and budding industry of 
construction equipment fared under 
Government protection. By 1939 American 
tractors had proved themselves to be 
invaluable on farmland in the U.S.A. and 
a few hundred were at work on farms in 
England. True to their inherent belief 
that anything bigger must be better, 
American manufacturers had begun build- 
ing machines of 60 to 90 horsepower. It 
was the engineering use of these bigger 
tracked tractors during the war that 
pointed the way to the mechanisation of 
construction work. After the war these 
“Army” tractors were sold, in the main 
to the importing agents of the makes con- 
cerned who found a very ready market for 
them both at home and abroad. Mean- 
while, new machines of all sizes were 
arriving from America, the import duty 
being 15 per cent. for tractors over 50 
drawbar horsepower and 20 per cent. for 
smaller machines. This differentiation it 
must be assumed was to maintain pro- 
tection of the few British firms who were 
making farm tractors. However, the 
demand for American machines was such 
that the 5 per cent. differential was no 
real deterrent. In 1949, 1,084 American 
tractors were imported, of which 566 were 
for industrial use and the remainder for 
agricultural work. 

By this time the country was running 
into serious difficulties as regards the 
Balance of Payments with the U.S.A. 
Dollar expenditure was rationed on 
Treasury instructions through the Import 
Licensing Committee which received 
recommendations for the purchase of con- 
struction equipment from the Advisory 
Committee on Contractors’ Plant under 
the Ministry of Works. 

On September 18, 1949, the pound was 
devalued from 4.03 dollars to 2.80 dollars 
to the pound which automatically in- 
creased the factory price of imported 
American machines in inverse ratio. 
Throughout 1950 and subsequent years, the 
Advisory Committee recommended im- 
ports only of essential machines—the 
criterion being the number of machines 
stated by the main users as necessary for 
their work, less the number of machines 
which, according to Ministry of Supply 
forecasts, would be forthcoming from 
British manufacturers in the year con- 
sidered. These “programmes” were recom- 
mended annually to the respective sub- 
committee of the Import Licensing Com- 
mittee where they were promptly cut to 
ribbons “in the national interest” on 
grounds of dollar shortage. For 1950 the 
programme of 300 American tractors was 
cut to 76. In 1953 of 100 tractors asked 
for by the users only two were admitted. 

It would be hard to imagine a more 
satisfactory form of protection for British 
manufacturers than this rationing of im- 
ports to a figure well below the known 
essential requirement, but in addition 
under a general edict lasting from March, 
1952, to August, 1954, all the imported 
machines had to bear import duty. In 
vain the importers pleaded that protection 
was being piled on protection. The official 
answer was that the restriction of imports 
was on account of the Balance of Pay- 
ments. The protection it afforded was 
entirely incidental. The real protection 
lay in the import duty. The importers 
were not inclined to agree with the official 
view. 

From 1952 onwards a new form of re- 
striction appeared at the instigation of 
the Ministry of Supply. No American

horsepower was 
into the country. The limiting 
was raised annually so that 
the only American machines obtainable 
were more powerful than any that the 
British manufacturers were contemplating. 
This restriction was raised in 1958. 

Other types of construction machinery 
received similar treatment. In 1949 two 
British manufacturers produced prototype 
motor graders and from 1951 onwards 
the import of motor graders from America 
was stopped. This lasted until 1958. One 
of these companies produced a prototype 
motor scraper. There was something 
radically wrong with this machine yet its 
existence was sufficient excuse to stop sup- 
plies from the U.S.A. in 1950 and 1952. 
In 1951 12 American machines were 
allowed in “for demonstration purposes 
only.” They were to be returned to the 
U.S.A. unless special permission to sell 
was granted by the Board of Trade. In 
1952 the British machine went out of pro- 
duction and limited imports of American 
motor scrapers were authorised. By 1958 
over 220 had entered the country. The 
embargo in 1950, 1951 and 1952 set this 
country three years behind in learning the 
techniques required to operate this type 
of machine with full efficiency. 

In 1948 the first American tractor 
shovels began to enter this country and 
immediately created a strong demand on 
account of their adaptability and speed 
of operation. In 1950 no more were 
allowed to come into the country. In 1952 
pressure from the users and the importers 
resulted in the Ministry of Supply allow- 
ing these machines to come in once more. 
A British manufacturer had a prototype 
machine under construction and this was 
considered sufficient reason for imposing 
import duty on all American machines 
imported in 1954 and 1955 until a com- 
parative test could be arranged. This 
conclusively confirmed the superiority of 
the American designs and duty - free 
licences were then granted. This was not 
the end of the story however. Import 
duty was turned on and off like water out 
of a tap every time a new British machine 
appeared and was proven not equivalent. 
In February, 1958, medium-sized tractor 
shovels were refused entry on account of 
the projected production of another British 
shovel. 

The entry of Britain into the big tractor 
field makes unhappy history. Two Class 
IV tractors, as they were referred to in 
those days, were made by British com- 
panies, both ventures having the fullest 
possible measure of Government en-

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couragement and protection. This protec- 
tion was in a sense their undoing for it 
convinced the Americans that they must 
start production here. As soon as plans 
for making the large American types in 
Britain were known, the fate of these 
British designs was sealed. Both the 
British machines are now out of produc- 
tion. It was a costly business, born, 
nurtured and destroyed by protection. 

Fortunately, a great variety of successfu! 
equipments of small or medium-size haves 
been and are being designed and pro- 
duced. Past Public Works Exhibitions 
and the present Crystal Palace Exhibition 
testify to the great range of work they 
cover. These exhibitions have done much 
in the past to assist their sale abroad and 
it is to be hoped that the practical demon- 
strations which the Crystal Palace site 
allows will do still more to increase their 
export. Selling abroad is not as easy as 
it was. Protection for long periods cuts 
both ways. Other countries including 
some Commonwealth countries have fol- 
lowed our lead and raised their own tariffs 
against our machinery. However, our 
membership of the European Free Trade 
Association opens new prospects which 
will be further enlarged when Britain joins 
the European Economic Community. The 
process of lowering tariffs has started. It 
will lead to greater opportunities in 
European markets and greater competition 
at home. 

Has Industry Benefited? 

One may ask whether the protection 
afforded to the construction machinery 
industry in the post-war years was on the 
whole beneficial or not. I would say that 
the restriction of imports of production 
machines costing dollars was wrong in 
principle and was applied far too fanatic- 
ally and far too long. The elimination of 
American competition created a “fool’s 
paradise” in the home market which led to 
some machines being developed which 
could not possibly hold their own in the 
open competition of world markets. 

As regards import duty I believe it is 
wrong to levy it on productive machinery. 
Looked at from a commercial point of view 
it is too often a tax on efficiehcy. The 
additional cost must ultimately be borne 
by the user so that the tax in Ttself is 
inflationary. 

Has the construction machinery industry 
benefited or not? I would say that the 
industry would have got where it is to-day 
without protection and without the lime- 
light of big failures. My reason is that 
the potential market at home and abroad 
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is immense both in quantit 
of machines. British anchieie 
liarly British. They are simple 
economical and on the whole 
can find their own markets contin 
One other question: would = 
American firms have come into thie 
country if they had not been goaded j . 
doing so by our protective system? Th 
answer is undoubtedly “yes,” They Ww :

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NEW CONCRETE SHELL DESIGN USED 
HERTS. FACTORY 
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ON 


Saucer-shaped Units Span 60ft. 


MHE single-storey construction which 
|’ forms the major part of an exten- 
sive new factory at Redbourn, Herts., 
has been roofed in a new type of thin 
hyperbolic concrete shell developed in 
Germany. Built for Brooke Bond Tea, 
Ltd., at a cost of about £350,000 ex- 
cluding plant, the factory is one of the 
first in the country to utilise this sytem 
of construction. 

The basis of design of the shells is the 
application of the properties of the 
hyperbola to a precast, prestressed, pre- 
tensioned concrete member. The shells 
span 60ft. and are 7ft. 7in. wide. They 
are saucer shaped in cross section and 
hog about 12in. in their 60ft. length. 
The majority of the shells are prestressed 
with 42 wires of .276in. diameter, stressed 
before the concrete, only about 2in. thick, 
is poured. The wires are so arranged 
diagonally within the shell that they main- 
tain a constant off-set to the precasting 
moulds whilst still being straight lines. 

After casting, all the shells were steam 
cured so that they could be handled within 
a few hours and moved three at a time by 
low-loading vehicles from the casting 
factory at Bristol to Redbourn. The 
licensees for this system of roofing known 
as A.T.A.—Hyperbolic Shells (System 
Silberkuhl) are Modern Concrete (Bristol), 
Ltd. 

As soon as sufficient roofing units had 
been stored on the site to guard against 
delays in deliveries a shuttle service of low- 
loading lorries was organised, and many of 
the shells were unloaded directly off the 
lorries into their final position. Loading 
and placing was carried out by mobile 
crane, For crane capacity calculations the 
self weight of the shells was assumed at 
2cwt. per lin. ft. 


Test-loading 
The shells were subjected to test-loading 
on site and the results achieved were a

maximum deflection of 1.718in. under 1.25 
design live load condition on a 60ft. long 
shell, being equivalent to 1/420 span ratio. 
At design live load condition the deflection 
was 1.322in. equivalent to 1/545 span ratio. 
An observation made during the testing 
was that deflection appeared to be constant 
across the section and there was no 
evidence of lateral distortion. 


The roof generally comprises a series of 
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Aerial view from west 


three shells with their long edges touching, 
each space for the fourth shell being filled 
with patent glazing. Fluorescent lights are 
fitted in the junctions of the shells, which 
in turn act as reflectors. 


The architects for the building are 
Beard, Bennett, Wilkins and Partners, 101 
Baker Street, London, W.1. Their design 
is based on the firmly established principle 
of blending tza at the tov of the building 
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and allowing it to fall by gravity into the 
packing machines. 

Almost square on plan, being 310ft. x 
240ft., the factory includes a three-storey 
blending tower and two-storey packing hall 
block in the centre. This packing hall is 
the most important part of the building and 
around it are grouped single-storey depart- 
ments on all four sides. On the north is the 
warehouse, the east the empties depart- 
ment, boiler and _ incinerator house, 
engineers’ workshops, gum room and paper 
store, and on the south is the despatch 
department. On the west are offices, 
canteen, medical department, cloakrooms 
and lavatories. The total floor area of the 
building is 95,000 sq. ft. 


Barrel Vaults 


One of the problems which had to be 
solved in the planning was how to arrange 
the packing machines at ground floor level, 
fed from hoppers at first floor level, and 
yet allow the operatives working the 
machines to be in daylight. This difficulty 
was overcome by providing a large packing 
hall, approximately 120ft. square and 
accommodating 22 machines. 

It really comprises two halls side by side, 
with galleries down the outside walls and 
a common central gallery between the two 
halls. Each hall is lit by a translucent 
barrel vault roof constructed with nearly 
7,000 glass bricks. It is possible while 
standing in one hall to see through the roof 
of the other. In addition there are high- 
level windows around three of the four 
sides, the whole giving a great effect of 
spaciousness and light. 

Suspended from monorails on the gallery 
ceilings are the hoppers, each containing 
about 3,000lb. of tea. These feed by 
chutes through the weighers into the pack- 
ing machines on the ground floor. 


Loading Bays 


From the packing hall, tea is moved by 
trolley to the despatch bay, from which the 
tea, still on platforms, can be loaded 
directly into long’ distance vehicles. 
Advantage has been taken of the site to 
bring the vehicles carrying the original tea 
right into the warehouse and unload by 
gravity, and for the tailboards of the 
despatch bay vehicles to be level with the 
factory floor. Hydraulically operated tilting 
devices incorporated in the despatch bay 
floor allow for the differences in height of 
the floors of the various vehicles. The office 
controlling the loading operations is 
situated at a high level with a clear view 
across the loading bay. 

The whole factory structure is of rein- 
forced concrete, which is left undecorated. 
Internal walls, except in the offices, canteen, 
lavatories, and medical department, are 
constructed with coloured sandlime bricks. 
These latter departments are all in the same 
single-storey block. All factory and office 
staff pass through the same entrance hall 
and go to their places of work through the 
cloakrooms and lavatories, where the walls 
are tiled in pastel colours.

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PUBLIC CLEANSING SERVICES’ CONTRIBUTION TO 
PRESENT-DAY DEVELOPMENTS 


HIS is an age of rapid development 
T in technical skill, an era when, 
because of the demand for better living 
conditions, we see the demolition of 
slums and the erection of multi-storey 
flats, the creation of new townships and 
the mushroom growth of surburban 
areas. The demand for a cleaner and 
healthier atmosphere is rapidly expand- 
ing and a steady but continuous change 
is taking place in the use of fuels for 
domestic and factory heating. 

In every town and city, new shopping and 
commercial centres are being pl inned and 
many are in course of erection; new roads 
are linking up the urban areas, ring roads 
are being formed and new and better types 
of road surfaces are being laid daily. 

Architects and engineers have an im- 
portant role in creating these improvements 
but there are no public services so vitally 
affected by these changes in communal life 
than are the public cleansing services. 

None but a prophet could foresee with 
any degree of assurance the changes which 
may be necessary in our services, and I 
have no intention of assuming that mantle. 
We can, however, as individuals, or as an 
Institute, consider carefully what contribu- 
tion we can make to secure a healthier and 
happier country. 


Co-operation in Planning 


We must in the first instance take an 
active part in any new developments. Close 
consultation with the officials concerned in 
the planning of all new areas is essential, 
irrespective of their size, to ensure that 
basic fundamentals such as proper storage 
accommodation for refuse and access for 
vehicles for refuse collection or street 
cleansing are given proper consideration, 
otherwise not only will efficiency be 
affected, but there is the danger of costs 
being greatly enhanced through lack of a 
little foresight. 

One of the most elementary but 
important matters to be given attention is 
the storage accommodation for refuse and 
this can vary greatly from the individual 
house with one bin to the multi-storey 
property of 70 to 80 houses with communal 
bins or containers where frequently the 
architect is concerned with reducing the 
number of chutes serving these bins to a 
minimum. The type of heating to be intro- 
duced can be the deciding factor in 
assessing the storage requirements, and 
where these are considerable, the introduc- 
tion of a turn-table serving the required 
number of containers is probably the best 
solution, The provision of containers alon> 
is not the complete answer. Storage 
accommodation for articles which will not 
pass down the chute is necessary. It is also 
an advantage if separate arrangements can 
be made for the storage and collection of 
waste paper by providing a compariment 
for this purpose on each floor with suitable 
fittings for hanging sacks. By the co- 
Operation of the householders, this lessens 
the risk of fire, reduces the volume in the 
Containers and makes the waste paper avail- 
able for salvage. 

_ An indication of the lack of planning 
in the past can be seen throughout the 
Country in the daily collection of refuse 
from shops or business premises. With few 
exceptions this collection has to be made

to the storage points. The development of 
the new town centres offers an excellent 
opportunity of removing not only an un- 
sightly collection of receptacles from our 
footpaths but a prolific source of litter from 
our streets. 


One relatively minor but nevertheless 
important matter in which we as cleansing 
officials can help is in the design and siting 
of litter receptacles. There is a wide range 
of attractive types now available and while 
the first essential is to ensure that there 
is a_ sufficient number provided some 
thought should be given to the choice of 
design in relation to the area being served. 


Making Roads Safer 


The development of the new arterial and 
ring roads places an increased responsibility 
on the public cleansing services, not only 
in respect of normal cleansing but in 
keeping these roads safe in the event of 
frost or snow. In recent years there has 
been a great advance in the use of modern 
snow-ploughs, gritting machines and other 
appliances, and the organisation set up to 
deal with these emergencies has reflected 
a great deal of credit on public cleansing 
authorities throughout the country. Never- 
theless, even with the best possible 
organisation in operation, difficult condi- 
tions can be created by a sudden snowfall 
or severe frost, and in view of the con- 
tinuing increase in road transport, it is 
essential that greater thought be given to 
making roads safe under all weather 
conditions. 

Successful experiments have been carried 
out in various parts of the country with 
electrical heating under road surfaces. This 
surely merits some thought being given to 
the provision of such equipment on at least 
arterial and ring roads which are particu- 
larly subject to frost and snow. Cost is 
of course the influencing factor, but should 
the initial cost not be measured against the 
annual cost incurred by local authorities 
in keeping these roads safe, and the disloca- 
tion which can occur to industry and 
commerce, apart from the most important 
factor of all, the danger to human life. 


The improvement in road surfaces and 
the change in the nature and speed of 
traffic poses the question as to whether our 
methods of street cleansing do not require 
some revising. The main problem today is 
the removal of fine dust and litter and the 
solution would appear to be a greater 
development of the vacuum type of cleaner 
working in conjunction with a wire brush, 
together with a greater emphasis on streei 
washing or flushing. 


Training of Employees 


Many presidential addresses in the past 
have dealt with the need for training of 
officials and everyone must be delighted 
with the success of the courses of study 
set up in the Scottish and North-West 
Centres, which have resulted in a sub- 
substantial increase in the number of 
students taking the testamur examination. 
This ensures that there will always be a 
sufficient number of qualified officials avail- 
able for the senior posts in the public 
cleansing services. 


I do feel, however, that we as individual 
members have not always given sufficient 
attention to the training of our own 
employees. The success of any individual 
cleansing department is not dependent 
entirely on the ability of the director or 
superintendent, but also on the ability and 
enthusiasm of the individual employee and 
supervisor. Opportunity should therefore 
be given if at all possible to employees to 
learn as much as they can about the service, 


with the knowledge that if they show 
sufficient merit they will be in line for 
promotion. 


Some may question whether the average 
employee would be sufficiently interested, 
but this has been proven in my own city 
where since the winter of 1952/53 430 of 
our employees have attended a course of 
study in their own time. This course 
which runs for a period of 20 weeks and is 
held on one night per week, consists of 
lectures given by the heads of sections, 
together with visits to our disposal works, 
garage, workshops and _ head office. 
Examinations are held at mid-term and the 
end of the session, and the appointment of 
supervisors is based mainly on the results 
of these examinations, Since the course 
started 28 appointments have been made, 
and I am satisfied that the quality of the 
supervisors has substantially improved. 
Even those not successful in securing 
appointments have freely admitted the 
great benefit they have received from 
attending the course. Incidentally, this 
course of study proved so popular that 
practically all the supervisors appointed 


prior to its inception attended in the first 
year. 


It is only fair to say that it is much 
easier to conduct a course of this nature 
in a large authority, but it is very pleasing 
to know that the members of the North- 
West Centre have combined in a similar 
venture. I feel sure that in other populous 
areas, Officials could formulate a course of 
this nature, and from my own experience 
there will be no lack of enthusiasm from the 
average employee. 


Public Relations 


The successful operation of any public 
service depends to a great extent on the co- 
operation of the public and one often 
wonders whether local authorities are 
sufficiently active in keeping the public 
informed of the nature of the services pro- 
vided on their behalf. Public relations 
officers are employed by many industrial 
concerns, including the nationalised 
industries, but the only local authorities 
who appear to use the expert to display 
their wares are the holiday resorts. We 
in the public cleansing services know the 
great benefits we received during the war 
years by the extensive publicity given 
to our salvage drives, and of more recent 
date, the immediate effect of the publicity 
given following the introduction of the 
Litter Act. Everyone must have experienced 
at one time or another the comment made 
by someone who had listened to a talk on 
our work or who had visited a works or 
depot, that they had not appreciated there 
was such a variety of problems in public 
cleansing work. Similar comments are no 
doubt made with regard to the work of 
other departments which surely emphasises 
the necessity for some serious thought 
being given to the benefit of keeping the 
public constantly advised bv press articles, 
talks, films, displays, etc., of developments 
in all services and the securing of their co- 
operation in matters which will assist in 
the efficient and economic running of 
departments. 


The Press are generally helpful in this 
matter but only the expert can judge the 
items which will interest the public and 
know the best method of presentation. 


It has always been the British way of life 
to coax or cajole rather than coerce and 
while some may feel that in certain respects 
such as the litter problem the enforcement 
of legislative powers is the only way to deal 
with offenders, a great deal can be done 
by appeals presented in a proper manner.

DEVELOPMENT 


Civil Engineering Contract for John Mowlem 


CONTRACT, valued at over £4m., 
has been placed with John Mowlem 
and Co., Ltd., London, S.W.1, for the 
major civil engineering work involved 


in the English Steel Corporation's 
£26m. development at Tinsley Park, 
Sheffield. 


Vhe contract will cover foundacens for 
buildings and plant, roads, drainage, rail 
tracks and some buildings. The work his 
been designed and is being supervised b: 
W. S. Atkins and Partners. 

At present Mowlem’s are completing th: 
preliminary earth moving on the sit>. Th's 
has involved shifting 3,000,000 cu. yd. of 
material in under six months. 

The Development 

The Tinsley Park development, which 
will include a melting shop with two 
100-ton electric furnaces, a 42in. blooming 
mill, a billet mill with two 32in. stands and 
a bar mill, will increase E.S.C.’s capacity 
for the production of special carbon stzels 
to about 500,000 billet tons a year. 

In order to get the plant operat:ng b 
the end of next year, the time available 
for the civil engineering work is very short, 
and the major part of the work has to be 
completed in 16 months. This will involve 
placing some 160,000 cu. yd. of concrete at 
a rate of 15,000 cu. yd. a month, construct- 
ing 15 miles of rail track and 3} miles of 
road. 

At the peak of the construction pre- 
gramme, it is expected that there will bc 
1,000 men employed on the contract. 


Structural Steelwork 

English Steel Corporation have also 
placed contracts for structural steelwork at 
Tinsley Park, with Braithwaite and Co. 
(Structural), Ltd., and Alex. Findlay and 
Co., Ltd. The total value of these contracts 
is approximately 14m. and covers the stee! 
required for the melting shop and blooming 
and billet mills which has been ordered 
from Findlays’ and that for the bar mills 
ordered from Braithwaites’. 

The buildings cover a floor area of 
approximately 1,000,000 sa. ft., made up of: 
Melting shop, 125,000 sq. ft.; Blooming and 
billet mills, 700,000 sq. ft.; and Bar mills, 
200,000 sq. ft. The programme requires 
that steel erection begin in November, 1961, 
and be complete by July, 1962. 

The melting shop consists of three bays 
(charging, casting and mould preparation) 
in one building together with a separate 
scrap bay. The charging and casting bays 
are each designed to take 150-ton over- 
head cranes. The main roof spans in the 


charging and casting bays are designed t» 
provide the necessary large air volume at 
nigh level to dissipate the heat arising from 
furnaces and hot metal. 

The blooming and billet mill building, 
which has an overall length of 1,750ft., also 
includes the soaking pits, treatment, wir-.- 


housing and despatching facilities ior 
blooms and billets. To avoid havine 
internal rain water pipes, which would 


otherwise be inevitable on such long bays 
the bays of the roof have been arrang:d 
transversely to the bays of the shop and a 
mansard shape adopted incorporating larg 
gutters. In general the steeply pitched 
sides of the mansards are glazed, giving 
a high level of natural daylight in all areas 
except for the soaking pit area. 

The building for the bar mills, which is 
1,100ft. long, is of similar construction 
to that of the blooming and billet mills so 
that an architectural unity of design is pre- 
served for the two groups of mill buildings

£15M. CONTRACTS AWARDED J. GERRARD 


HREE contracts with a total value 
of £l14m. have been awarded to 
J. Gerrard and Sons, Ltd., Swinton, for 
the erection of extensions at Man- 
chester University and De La Salle 
Teachers Training College, Middleton. 
The largest project is stage II of the 
new University refectory block and student 
resident building in Burlington Street, 
Oxford Road, Manchester. This will cost

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COVENTRY CATHEDRAL 
IN ITS SEVENTH YEAR 
OF CONSTRUCTION 


Consecration Arranged 
For Next May 


\ ITH work on the new Coventry 
Cathedral now in its seventh year, 
arrangements have been made for the 
consecration of the £14m. building in 
May, 1962. 

Progress on the structure has now 
eached the completion of the  super- 
structure of the nave; construction of the 
copper-covered concrete main roof; and 
building of the porch, where the old 
cathedral is linked with the new, to its full 
height. Shuttering works for the roof of 
the porch are now being carried out, and 
new stonework in the porch area has 
already joined up with the wall of the old 
cathedral, 

The nave is 270ft. long, 80ft. wide and 
80ft. high, and the 3ft.-thick walls, con- 
structed in pink Hollington sandstone, 
follow a zigzag line with five bays on either 
side. These walls rise 5ft. above the level 
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of the roof at the 
corners of bays to 
give a silhouette with 
sharp angles. 

At the present time 
work is proceeding 
on the construction 
of a concrete circular Chapel of Unity, 
which joins the nave on the west side. 
This portion of the building will have a 
conical copper-covered roof, and walls will 
be faced in Lakeland green slate. A 
further circular chapel to be constructed 
at the north-east corner of the cathedral 
will have a domed roof in copper and 50ft.- 
high thin concrete fins faced in green slate 
between the windows. 

Within the nave, the 18ft.-wide aisles 
run between rows of prestressed concreie 
columns, cross-shaped and tapered, and 
finished in a grey granite. These columns 
have arched concrete ribs which support

a vaulted ceiling formed of pyramidal 
slatted panels of varnished spruce. The 
floor of the nave will consist of black, grey 
and white marble. 

The stained glass Baptistry window now 
being fitted will be 5lft. wide and 80ft. 
high, and eight of the 10 70ft.-high stained 
glass angled side windows are in place. 

Stonework will be smooth-finished, ex- 
cept for a chiselled panel beneath the 
Baptistry window. 

The architect for the cathedral is Sir 
Basil Spence, and the contractors, who 
commenced work in March, 1955, are John 
Laing and Son, Ltd. 


VIEW ROAD SPENDING AGAINST 
THE NEED 


Although the figures of intended ex- 
penditure on the road programme sound 
impressive—1961-62, for instance, will see 
Government spending, with that by local 
authorities, passing the £100 million a 
year mark—they must be viewed against 
the need. This point is made in the 
a Road Federation’s annual report for 
1960. 


In the face of the very high cost of traffic 
congestion, conservatively estimated to be 
running at £250 million a year, further 
substantial increases must be made, the 
report continues. 


On road maintenance, the Federation 
say it is nonsense to concentrate upon new 
and improved roads at the cost of main- 
taining existing ones. Those considerations 
which are raising road programme spend- 
ing to £100 million a year must also be 
directed to maintenance grants, where at 
present too little is having an adverse 
effect, outstandingly disproportionate to 
the sum involved. 


Turning to urban requirements, the 
report stresses the need for comprehensive 
and immediate renewal “so that sense and 
sanity can be restored to the city scene.” 


It welcomes the “rolling programme” of 
classified road works, but points out that 
the intended doubling of grants for the 
purpose will still prove hopelessly in- 
adequate. 
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REGIONAL HOSPITAL BOARDS PLAN 
MAJOR BUILDING SCHEMES 


Liverpool and Newcastle Programmes 


WO Regional Hospital Boards 
Liverpool and Newcastle—have 
completed their programmes which will 
form part of the Ministry of Health’s 


proposed £500m. hospital capital 
development plan for England and 
Wales. 


The Liverpool Board’s programme en- 
visages an expenditure in the next 10 years 
of £234m. on major schemes to be financed 
centrally. Additionally, the Board receive 
an annual allocation for smaller schemes 
not financed centrally by the Ministry; an 
amount which is increasing and is likely 
to reach £lm. in 1965-66; thus it is 
expected that there will be a further £10m. 
available during the 10-year period for 
minor works of improvement and develop- 
ment. 

The major work envisaged includes the 
following seven projects for which plan- 
ning approval has already been given and 
which it is hoped to start within the next 
four years: Greaves Hall, near Southport 
—a further phase of the building of the 
1,000-bed hospital for the mentally sub- 
normal (£750,000); Regional Blood Trans- 
fusion Service—new headquarters, Liver- 
pool (£300,000); Fazakerley General Hos- 
pital, Liverpool—a completely new hospital 
on a site already available, to serve the 
area of North Liverpool and the develop- 
ing township of Kirkby (£6m.); Walton 
Hospital, Liverpool — regional neuro- 
surgical unit (£970,000); Chester City Hos- 
pital—new maternity unit (£725,000); 
Fazakerley Hospital Liverpool—psychiatric 
rehabilitation unit (£960,000); Clatter- 
bridge Hospital, Bebington—a further de- 
velopment of the regional radiotherapy 
centre (£500,000). 

A further seven projects are planned to 
start within the next 10 years as follows: 
Birkenhead—new general hospital (£84m.); 
Broadgreen Hospital, Liverpool — rede- 
velopment (£6m.); Walton Hospital, Liver- 
pool — redevelopment (£6m.); Warrington 
General Hospital—redevelopment (£24m.); 
Newsham General Hospital, Liverpool— 


redevelopment (£24m.); Crofton Hospital, 
Liverpool—new geriatric hospital (£1m.); 
Chester City Hospital 
(£44m.). 


— redevelopment 





Those major schemes for which planning 
is authorised, or for which the Board hope 
to receive approval to start in the next 10 
years, will cost £4lm. to complete. 

The proposals will not complete the 
Board’s requirements and looking ahead 
beyond 1971 the Board envisage a further 
nine major schemes at a cost of £28m. 
These, in addition to considerable rede- 
velopments of existing hospitals, envisage 
a new general hospital at Southport and 
a new general hospital to serve the South 
Liverpool and Speke area. 


Newcastle Plans 


A programme which envisages an ex- 
penditure of more than £40m. over a 10- 
year period up to 1970-71 has been sub- 
mitted by Newcastle Regional Hospital 
Board to the Ministry of Health. 

The programme plans the spending of 
£24m. in 1961-62, rising to £6,750,000 in 
1970-71. Major schemes are estimated to 
cost almost £29m. and it is hoped that 18 
of these will start in the first five-year 
period. Another 26 major projects, each 
costing more than £250,000, are planned 
for the second five-year period. Other 
schemes costing up to £250,000 during the 
whole period are estimated to cost more 
than £1lm.

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THAMES CONSERVANCY OVERHAULS 


HE original lock at Shiplake dates 
from 1787 and was a pound lock. 
The present lock which has now been 
extensively overhauled by the Thames 
Conservancy was built in 1874. It has 
an overall length from gate to gate of 
133ft. 4in., a width between rubbing 
strips of 18ft. 3in., and an original depth 
over the head cill of 6ft. 5in., and 
5ft. 6in. at the tail —this latter depth 
now being increased to 6ft. 3in. 

The cills of the original lock, which have 
now been replaced, consisted of timber 
baulks spiked on a bed of heavy sleepers. 
This lock is of interest in that the quoins 
or corner pieces are not shaped to accom- 
modate the heel post of the gate, but are 
square in section, the heel posts being hung 
on pintles set in front of the quoins and 
secured to them by iron collar straps at 
the top. A water seal is made between the 
heel post and the wall by means of a mitre 
board. In the renovated lock a strip of 
“Linatex ” rubber has been incorporated in 
the edge of the mitre board to improve the 
seal. In common with many locks of early 
date, no hard floor was provided between 
the mass concrete lock walls, although 
timber baulks of substantial section were 
set in the earth floor to act as struts 
between the bases of the walls. 


Major Overhaul Needed 


The need for a major overhaul was 
brought about by the deterioration of a 
number of factors. The first of these was 
the tilting of the headgate pintles which 
were progressively moving out of true 
alignment as the timber sleepers under the 
cill deteriorated. This caused jamming 
between the pintle casting and the heelpost 
shoe casting, a situation which required 
removal of these components on _ two 
occasions for machining. This was, how- 
ever, a palliative, the effect of which was 
lost with continued settling of the pintles. 

Considerable leakage was also taking 
place under the timber sleepers and 
through lift construction joints in the cill 
wall, thus imparing the operation of the 
lock. The timber cills were also worn on

their surfaces, in addition to being decayed 
and had been recapped several times to 
ensure a tight fit between them and the 
gates. Further causes of anxiety were the 
decayed state of the old timber baulks 
bracing the toe of the lock walls and the 
unsound nature of the lock floor. 


The site preparations for lock repairs

are normally governed by absence of road 
access to the site and with the river closed, 
it is usually necessary to bring all 
materials and equipment, including 
sufficient barges for transportation of 
broken stone, to the site before the lock is 
sealed off.

was available at a point some 100yd. from 
the lock, but separated from it by a water 
meadow liable to recurrent flooding and by 


a 60ft. wide leat which formed the water 


course to a mill which existed near the site 
in earlier times. 

The preparations thus commenced with 
the transport by barge and erection of a 


of the lock 


3-ton Butters luffing derrick, which com- 
manded the body of the lock with the 
exception of the gate recesses. This crane 
was supplemented by a Priestman Wolf 
crane fitted with a 40ft. boom for service 
at these two points, this being augmented 
when necessary by a 34-ton Grafton steam 
crane mounted on one of the barges. The 
concrete preparation plant consisted of a 
15-ton Portasilo to which cement was 
delivered in bulk by the C.M.C., this unit 
being set up in conjunction with a Parker 
14/10 mixer with weighbatcher and scraper 
unit. The batching and stockpile yard was 
located above the general flood level, on a 
levelled dump of Thames ballast by the 
roadside. The aggregate and sand used 
for the works were Kennett gravels, derived 
from Hall and Co’s., pit at Theale. 

Type of conveyance of concrete from the 
batching plant to the lock was determined 
by the existence of waterlogged ground and 
a 60ft. wide leat, limited space on the lock 
side and the desirability of crossing the 
lock itself. Transportation was thus by 
means of a Road Machines Monorail 
system in which 10 cu. ft. skips are driven 
by a 7} b.h.p. motor and hydraulic drive. 
This was found to be particularly useful in 
that the rail was taken over the lock and 
along one side. 

A further section of rail was located on 
the other side of the lock and upon these 
rails was mounted a travelling bridge which 
traversed the lock length. A riser rail con- 
nected the main mono-rail system to a 
short length of curved rail on the bridge. 
Concrete was discharged from the skips 
through openings in the floor of the carriage 
to elephants trunking for the various 
sections of the work. 

Of particular importance in the scheme 
was the provision required to be made for 
a drainage and pumping system. The work 
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was carried out during the wet season, 
when high head and tail water conditions 
could be expected at the main cofferdams 
and when the ground water level would be 
close to surface. Experience on work at 
other locks had shown that the throttle 
settings of normal self-priming centrifugal 
pumps required constant attention to 
reduce the amount of time lost through the 
flooding of the workings. When pumping 
from a sump with 22ft. vertical suction 
it was found that with the setting too far 
advanced, or with a slackening of the 
inflow, the sump would be emptied and the 
suction lost and whilst the priming was 
being regained, the water level would 
rapidly rise in the workings. Similar delays 
had been experienced when sudden inflows 
were encountered or when the pump speed 
fell for any reason. Such pumps also 
required to be set immediately over the 
lock, thus reducing the working space 
available. 

Past experience indicated that an inflow 
of up to 90,000 g.p.h., might be reasonably 
expected and to allow for unforseen 
contingencies two Sykes 8in. Univacs were 
installed to deal with twice this capacity. 
The use of these pumps enabled a hori- 
zontal at well as vertical suction to be 
used, enabling the pumps to be located 
well clear of the working area, whilst of 
greatest importance was the fact that the 
water level in the sump remained constant 
at the level of the flange on the base of 
the suction pipe. The pumps were arranged 
to deliver to the spillway of the old mill 
which served as a useful collecting launder 
for the gravel pumped out. 

The pumps were powered by Ruston and 
Hornsby 4 VHR oil engines. Both pumps 
were used each morning for rapid dewater- 
ing. Thereafter one was sufficient to deal 
with seepage water. At a total head from 
all causes, of about 30, including a vertical 
lift of 22ft., the inflow was well within 
the pumps capacity of about 90,000 g.p.h., 
at this duty and worked for much of the 
time “ on snore.” 

Site lighting was provided by mains 
electricity to enable the pumps to be 
started up some two hours before the shift 
began, during which time the lock was 
emptied of some 210,000 gallons of water 
which accumulated during the night. A 
pump was also run for two hours after the 
shift had finished to enable the concrete 
to set. 


Driving Cofferdams 


The operations started with the driving 
of the head and tail cofferdams, Larssen 
No. 2 piles being used at the tail, where 
extra strength was required to accom- 
modate the greater water pressure loading, 
pitched by the Priestman crane and driven 
by a No. 5 BSP steam hammer. Number 
1U Larssen piles were used for the head 
dam. At this dam, the pitching and 
driving was effected by the barge-mounted 
Grafton steam crane. The bracing at the 
head dam consisted of 12 x 12 struts, 
braced off the wing walls of the dock. For 
the tail dam two 2lin. x 8}in. RSJ 40ft. 
long were used strutted from sheet piling 
driven into either bank. 

Baulks of Douglas Fir were then wedged 
into position at 15ft. centres along the 
length of the lock, this spacing being 
arranged to coincide with the existing 
vertical rubbing strips of the lock. These 
baulks were set in two tiers, the lower tier 
being emplaced by diver whilst the lock 
was still full, each baulk being temporarily 
weighted with a length of Larssen piling. 

With the dams completed, the wall 
struts in place and the Univac pumps in 
position, the lock was pumped out, the 
suction line being placed in the tail recess 
of the lock. When the water was taken 
down to within a few inches of the bottom, 
a 5ft. diameter, 6ft. deep sump was 
excavated just upstream of the tail gate 
recess. This took place inside a box of 
trench sheeting, 5ft. diameter precast 
concrete tube sections being used to form 
the sump to a depth of 4ft. below formation 
level which allowed Ift. 6in. below the 
invert of drainpipes to accommodate 
gravel, etc. 
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This box sheeting was then extended up 
the length of the lock in the form of a 
2ft. wide trench in order to drain the head 
of the lock, the trench being filled with 
hardcore over drain. Excavation of the 
floor of the lock followed up the completed 
hardcore drain in I15ft. sections, the 
trench sheeting being removed and a 2ft. 
thick mass concrete slab of 7.4:1 total 
aggregate cement ratio being emplaced to 
within 3ft. of each wall. On completion 
of the floor, the remaining 3ft. strip of the 
base of the walls was removed and any 
over excavation under the walls filled with 
concrete and underpinned 2ft. 6in. back, 
the last stage being the emplacement of 
a 30 degree batter to the walls. 

The drain was thus covered over. Its 
function during the works was to drain 
both the head and tail dams, the Univac 
holding the water level permanently at the 
level of the soffit. On completion all 
sumps were concreted, sealing the under- 
drainage system. 


Other Repairs 


Whilst this work was in progress, other 
repairs were being effected at the head 
and tail of the lock, where new cills and 
groins were under construction, The new 
cills consist of 31.33lb./ft. steel channels 
of 12in. x 4in. section, set out on new 2ft. 
thick slabs, the channels being bolted down 
to their bases by Rawl-bolts and secured 
to the step concrete behind by welded 
attachments to the channels. 

Repair of the lock walls consisted of 
cutting back the old face to a depth of 
some 2}in., with chipping hammers and 
then refacing with gunite to a depth of 2in., 
over a B.R.C. reinforcing fabric. 

New tail gates were fabricated in the 
Reading workshops and delivered by water. 
the new gates have three sluices to each 
gate, whilst the original head gates, which 
carried four sluices to each gate, were 
overhauled, these gates being only seven 
to eight years old. The paddles con- 
trolling the sluices have been converted to 
hydraulic operation, along with the gate 
movement. 

The hydraulic equipment for the control 
and operation of the two pairs of lock gates 
was required to be capable of being 
operated either under power by the lock 
keeper from local control pedestals located 
near each pair of gates or manually from 
the same pedestals by members of the 
general public, after the lock keeper’s 
working hours. 

The requirement has been met by the 
provision of hydraulic power equipmen: 
in the lock house; this equipment supply- 
ing a pressure supply to the pedestals, 
which may, however, generate their own 
pressure supply by means of a handwheel 
operated transmitter. These pedestals 
incorporate selector units which govern 
the circuit to be employed to operate 
either of the gates and sluices. Also 
incorporated in the pedestals are metering 
and reversing valves which regulate the 
flow and direction of the oil in the circuits, 
these being operated in conjunction with 
the selector valves when power operation 
is used. For manual operation, the hand- 
wheel powered pressure transmitter is used 
in conjunction with the selector valves, 
replacing the power supply from the lock 
house. 

This equipment has been supplied and 
installed by Lockheed Precision Products, 
Ltd. The equipment in the lock house 
consists of a 2 h.p. motor and pump unit 
and such ancillary units as a filter, relief 
valve, isolating valve, supply tank and 
starter, these being housed in a power 
frame. In each pedestal are located the 
selector units, metering and reversing 
valves, flow dividing and collecting valves 
to ensure synchronous opening and closing 
of each pair of gates, restrictor valves to 


limit the speed of movement in each 
director, relief valves and non-return 
valves. 


The lock gates are operated by 13in. bore 
and lin. ram + 32in. stroke heavy duty 
cylinders, one cylinder controlling each 
gate. The sluice gates have cylinders of 
3in. bore by ljin. ram, these stroking a 
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maximum of 24in. in the case of the he; 
sluices and 22in. for the tail sluices 
Hydroloc valves are fitted near the cylinderg 
to lock them hydraulically in any desired 
stroke position. The sluice circuits are 
protected by means of pressure relief 
valves. 
In Operation 


To operate the gates and sluices under 
power, the keeper unlocks the flap above 
the metering and reversing valve and 
inserts a detachable handle. A selection 
is then made of the appropriate gates and 
sluices by raising or lowering the two con. 
nected handles of the selector unit, the 
direction of movement of these being 
decided by the direction in which the 
metering and reversing valve handle, this 
valve first starting the motor and pump 
unit by means of its integral switch unit 
before progressively metering the fluid for 
cylinder operation. When the gates or 
sluices have been operated to the desired 
extent, the keeper releases this valve 
handle, thus stopping the motor and pump 
unit. The handle is removed and the flap 
is relocked. The gates and sluices are held 
in position by the action of the hydroloc 
valves which stabilise the cylinders in any 
required stage of operation. ; 

When manual operation is required, as 
for example, by a member of the general 
public after working hours, the selection 
of gates and sluices is made by raising or 
lowering the connected handles of the 
selector units, the direction of movement in 
this case depending upon the direction in 
which the handwheel of the transmitter js 
turned. When the rams reach the desired 
positions, the hydroloc valves again come 
into operation and hold the sluices and 
gates in position.

CENTRAL LONDON’S FIRST 
DRIVE-IN BANK 


A drive-in section has been added to the 
Drummonds Bank Branch of the Royal 
Bank of Scotland. The first of its kind in 
central London, the work has been carried 
out by Holloway Brothers (London) Ltd. 

An existing courtyard on The Mall side 
of the bank building has been converted 
for the purpose. Stone walling and railings 
were demolished, the drive-in laid and a 
cashier’s office constructed with a canopy 
overhead to give shelter. 

The window and cash desk is of Ameri- 
can design in steel and bullet-proof glass. 
A two-way broadcasting system is installed 
between cashier and customer, and the 
till can be either manually or electrically 
operated. Behind the cashier, two walls of 
the office are lined with 6ft. rose tinted 
mirrors. Columns and facings of the canopy 
are finished in Noir Vein Marble, supplied 
and fixed by Nine Elms Stone Masonry 
Works Limited, a member of the Holloway 
Group. 

Architects for the scheme were Ian 
Hamilton and Alan Chalmers. 


TERSONS AWARDED £488,000 
GLOUCESTER CONTRACT 


Gloucestershire County Council have 
awarded a contract, worth about £488,000, 
to Tersons Ltd., for the erection of a 
7-storey office block in Gloucester.

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KENT WANTS MORE CONTROL OVER 
CONTRACT EXPENDITURE 


DETAILED code of procedure for 
A contract variations has been worked 
out by Kent County Buildings Com- 
mittee. Until this can be included in 
new financial regulations the committee 
have given authority for the principles 
of the plan to have immediate effect. 

Dealing with this in their quarterly 
report, the committee says that following 
a reference by the education committee on 
the incidence of overspending on building 
contracts necessitating supplemental votes, 
they have given the matter detailed con- 
sideration in the light of a report thereon 
prepared at its request jointly by the 
county architect and the county treasurer. 

In relation to nine contracts which 
formed the subject of the reference the 
total expenditure covered by the original 
votes sanctioned by the county council 
was approximately £14 million and the 
total overspending so far ascertainable 
amounts to £109,204, being roughly 74 
per cent., as summarised below: 

(a) Increase in wages and prices 

of materials .... ; 

(b) Fees and incidentals not 

covered by original estimates £11,600 

(c) Variations to building, engi- 

neering and tarpaving con-

The committee observe that the major 
item relates to payments made under the 
fluctuations clause in the contracts which 
permits the contractors to charge certain 
increases in rates of wages and prices of 
materials not known at the time of tender- 
ing and therefore not specifically provided 
for in the tender. 

As regards fees and incidentals men- 
tioned in (b) above, these include the fees 
paid to outside firms of architects, quan- 
tity surveyors and consulting engineers, 
the salaries of clerks of works, and the 
cost of printing, etc. They point out that 
some of these expenses cannot be estimated 
with precision when the original forecas: 
of cost of a project is made because they 
are necessarily dependent upon a variety 
of factors such as the actual period and 
the final cost of the contract. 


Contract Variations 


From the detailed analysis of the figures 
given above, the committee are satisfied 
that about one-half of the total overspend- 
ing of £109,204 is attributable to factors 
outside the Council’s control. Con- 
sequently, the excess expenditure due to 
contract variations and the like represents 


WOODWORKERS WANT 
Step Towards 


HE executive of the Amalgamated 

Society of Woodworkers is to open dis- 
cussions with the Labour Party executive 
with the idea of encouraging all Labour- 
controlled councils to operate or extend 
direct labour schemes. 

This was agreed at last week’s annual 
conference of the Society when a proposal 
was discussed that local councils should 
do more of their own building. A motion 
‘om Hitchin declared support for local 
iuthority direct labour schemes which, it 
‘aid, were essential as a step towards com- 
blete public ownership of the building 
industry, 


Mr. H. W. Hilliard (Hitchin) said tre-

some 34 per cent. of the original votes 
of £14 million, a figure considered not to 
be unreasonable “when regard is had to 
all the circumstances.” 

Nevertheless, the committee are con- 
vinced that steps should be taken to ensure 
that the spending committees are informed 
at the earliest possible date of all factors 
which arise and which are likely to involve 
Overspendings. This would enable a 
measure of control to be exercised at the 
appropriate stages. 

The report points out that contract 
variations may be divided into three cate- 
gories as follows: 

(i) those due to technical considera- 

tions, such as extra site works, 

(ii) those due to altered requirements, 
such as revisions to room layouts 
and additional fittings, and 
those due to the amounts estimated 
for in the contracts being insufti- 
cient for various reasons, e.g., the 
withdrawal of the lowest quotations 
for specialist work and tthe con- 
sequent acceptance of the next 
lowest quotations at a higher cost. 

It continues: “In relation to the nine 
projects with which the education com- 
mittee is concerned, the investigations 
have disclosed that in each of five of them 
the lowest tender exceeded the cost ap- 
proved by the Ministry of Education. In 
view, however, of the urgency of the work, 
the contracts were commenced on the 
understanding that savings were to be 
effected by variations of work during the 
progress of the contracts. The outcome 
has confirmed that this is a most unsatis- 
factory basis on which to deal with build- 
ing projects. It is essential that wherever 
possible sufficient time must be allowed for 
the architect to detail the variations and 
for the quantity surveyor to prepare a Bill 
of Modifications before the contract is 
entered into. 

“Large contracts usually contain a sub- 
stantial contingency provision designed to 
cover technical changes, particularly un- 
known difficulties in site works. This pro- 
vision is often utilised in full for unfore- 
seen items and, in the result, the original 
contingency provision is inadequate for 
all the technical changes found to be neces- 
sary during the progress of the work. 

“A feature common to many contracts 
is that the spending committees are not 
notified until a late stage of the circum- 
stances which might give rise to over- 
spendings. There are, of course, practical 
difficulties in the way of anticipating the 
full impact of individual variation orders 
on the ultimate cost of a project, particu- 
larly so in the case of large contracts. 
However, as mentioned earlier, your com-

Nationalisation 


mendous profits had been made by build- 
ing contractors carrying out work for local 
authorities. If the unions could get to- 
gether with the Labour-controlled authori- 
ties, they could do much to improve the 
Labour Party’s prospects in the local elec- 
tions. 
Wage Negotiations 


In a fraternal address, Sir Richard 
Coppock, who is soon to retire as general 
seceretary of the National Federation of 
Building Trades Operatives, stressed the 
need to concentrate on national negotia- 
tions to improve wages all round rather 
that to negotiate above the rates for indi- 
vidual groups. 


mittee is satisfied that unless the spending 
committees are informed immediately of 
the need for contract variations an effec- 
tive measure of control over expenditure 
cannot be exercised.” 

After dealing with the plans to amend 
the financial regulations, the committee 
say they accept that, in practice, it is 
necessary to hold a balance between the 
need for obtaining early committee 
approval to material changes in work under 
a contract and the need for giving the 
architect and the technical staff reasonable 
freedom to deal with difficult situations as 
they arise so as to avoid holding up the 
work, 


Basis of Code 


The basis of the code of procedure to 
be embodied in the financial regulations is 
planned as follows: Types of contract 
variations—{a) variations due to technical 
reasons which will not cause the contract 
sum including the contingency provision 
in ‘the contract to be exceeded; (b) varia- 
tions due to technical reasons but expendi- 
ture involved will cause contract sum, in- 
cluding contingency provision, to be ex- 
ceeded; (c) variations not due to technical 
reasons involving material alterations in 
the character of the building or the 
standard of its construction. Action to 
be authorised by (a) supervising officer, 
normally the county architect; (b) spend- 
ing committee or chairman of spending 
committee or other authorised member 
acting under urgency procedure on behalf 
of spending committee. Recommendations 
to be submitted by the supervising officer, 
normally the county architect through the 
clerk of the council or head of the depart- 
ment as may be appropriate. During the 
course of the contract it is open to the 
county architect if the circumstances so 
warrant to ask for an increase in the 
contingency sum to avoid subsequent 
reference to committees and members on 
trivial items. (c) As for (b) above. 

“Technical reasons” would include 
necessary work not capable of being fore- 
seen when the contract was let and altera- 
tions in materials specified due to the 
original materials not being available or 
not on later information being suitable 
for the job. 

The committee add: “Provided that the 
arrangements are carried out as envisaged 
and the initial estimating of variations is 
proved at final account stage to have been 
reasonably accurate, there should 
eventually be little need for supplementary 
votes at the final account settlement stage, 
except in respect of payments due under 
the fluctuations clause in the contract 
relating to increases in wage rates and 
cost of materials.”

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GLENFIELD GROUP’S NEW HYDRAULICS 
LABORATORY AT KILMARNOCK 


Steel-framed Brick Building 


NEW laboratory designed and 
fA equipped for the Glenfield Group 
of Companies to carry out hydraulic 
flow tests under controlled conditions is 
due to be opened today at Kilmarnock, 


Scotland. 

The building is essentially a steel-framed 
brick building with portals supporting an 
aluminium-decking clad roof. It consists 
principally of a two-storey main block, 
running north and south, having a three- 
storey tower at the northern end and a 
two-storey office annexe on the west side. 

The office block incorporates the build- 
ing’s main entrance, which leads into a 
vestibule that connects with a research 
engineers’ office and conference room. 


BALANCING 


D.S.1.R’s 


From the vestibule, an open stairway rises 
to the first floor, where there is a drawing 
office and accommodation for research staff. 
Access to the laboratory working floor, at 
the same level, can be obtained from the 
drawing office, which is separated from the 
working floor by a transparent glass parti- 
tion. 

In the laboratory the major portion of the 


ground floor is taken up by the main 
storage tank, constructed of reinforced 
concrete. On either side of the tank are 


passages containing runs of fixed piping, 
Venturi meters, and pipe connections to 
the working floor above. At the north end 
of the tank, on the ground floor of the 


tower, are the pumping sets, whilst on the 
ground floor to the south, is a delivery bay, 





RESEARCH EFFORT 


Research Council’s Major Task in 1960 


ALANCING D.S.I.R.’s_ research 

effort to meet the rapidly increas- 
ing technological demands of the 
present-day—-and of the future -has 
recently been the main task of the 
Council for Scientific and Industrial 
Research. 

In their report for 1960,* the Research 
Council emphasise that the steady expan- 
sion over the last two years—D.S.I.R. 
expenditure has increased from £8.9 
millions in 1958-59 to £12.2 millions in 
1960-61—raises not only difficulties in the 
broad direction of scientific policy but also 
considerable administrative problems. 

They stress the particular importance 
of ensuring that progress is balanced in 
relation to national needs—both industrial 
and academic—and emphasise that strong 
and effective research departments must 
be supported in the universities “to attract 
good staff and students and to supply the

nation with well-trained research workers.” 

And they announce an_ important 
change in administration to give greater 
flexibility in long-term planning. The 
Five-Year Plan is replaced by a new 
method of financial forecasting, under 
which the Council will agree each year 
with the Treasury, subject to approval by 
Parliament, (a) the expenditure for the 
following year, (b) reasonably firm. esti- 
mates for the next two years and (c) less 
definite forecasts for the fourth and fifth 
years. In this way, estimates can be revised 
annually according to important unfore- 
seen changes in the situation. 

Other major points dealt with by the 


Council for Scientific and Industrial 
Research are: 
The increasing response from British 


universities and colleges of technology to 
the D.S.LR.’s offer to provide grants for 
special researches. In the academic year 
1959-60, the Department received over 
450 applications, with a total value of 
£5,777,000 (compared with 300 applications 
amounting to £3,200,000 in the previous 
year). Of these, 321 grants, valued at 
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circuit breaker, boiler and 
rooms, and filtration plant. 

The working floor, which forms the roof 
of the main storage tank and ground floor 
side passages, has a clear area of 75ft. x 
39ft. It is cambered, with lateral drainage 
channels to take overspill water to waste, 
and in it are three openings giving access 
to the main tank. Two of these openings 
measure 21ft. x 18ft. and the third, 21ft. x 
6ft.; and all are covered by steel chequered 
plate units of 10ft. 6in. x 6ft. 

Along each side of the floor, at floor 
level, are a number of pumped water supply 
points. By this arrangement, the floor is 
unencumbered by fixed pipework, and 
complete flexibility of experimental test rig 
layout is possible. Ample head room is 
provided and the whole length of the main 
building is served by a 5-ton electrically 
operated travelling gantry crane. 

During daylight hours, excellent natural 
lighting is obtained, principally from a 
completely glazed east wall. Artificial 
illumination is provided by several runs of 
fluorescent tubes attached to the roof 
members. 

Services on the floor consist of electricity 
and. compressed air supplies at 415 volts 
three-phase and 24 volts single-phase, and 
at 300 and 100lb./sq. in., respectively. 
Safety measures include a number of push 
button pump and main valve cut-offs. 


Delivery from Ground Floor 


Delivery to the floor is from the ground 
floor loading bay at the southern end, where 
are the entrances to the machine shop and 
to store and locker rooms. At the northern 
end, direct access is given to the pump unit 
control gallery in the tower and, by way 
of a spiral staircase, down to the pump 
room and up to the other floors in the 
tower. 

A mezzanine model floor is positioned 
over the pump room, and is extended as a 
gallery over part of the working floor. It 
has an area of 53ft. x 31ft., and is used 
for small scale experiments and investiga- 
tions involving working models. A constant 
head tank and aerodynamics laboratory 
are situated on the top floor of the tower, 
above the mezzanine floor. 


Although not part of the laboratory 
proper, the existence of a piece of ground 
behind the building is a valuable adjunct 
to the facilities. It provides space for large 
hydraulic models and for possible extension 
of pipework from the working floor to give 
long runs. 

Design and erection of the building was 
carried out by Kelvin Construction Co., 
Ltd., Glasgow.

£2,600,000 were made (281 grants totalling 
£2,095,000 in 1958-59). In addition, 
grants valued at £40,000 were awarded in 
the Human Sciences field of research and 
£298,000 on space research grants. 
Inadequate Effort 

Although the balance of research effort 
is reasonable in the main streams of 
development within the chief scientific 
disciplines, there are special subjects where 
the total effort is inadequate. More 
research grants are now being offered in 
“fringe” fields and, in order to attract 
more young scientists into them, D.S.LR. 
studentships are being offered to enable a 
graduate in one of the main fields to move 
into a bordering field. 
Research on Pollution 

Research into various problems of pollu- 
tion is increasing. The Department’s 
laboratories are currently tackling three 
projects—the reduction of air pollution, 
water pollution by synthetic detergents 
and pollution by radio-isotopes. 
Fatigue of Structural Materials 

The Council have accepted a recom- 
mendation made by a special committee 
that a co-ordinated programme of research 
into the fatigue of structural materials 
should be undertaken. Discussions on how 
to implement these proposals are now 
going on between the Department and the 
Institution of Civil Engineers. 
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TOPPING-OUT CEREMONY AT SIX-STOREY 
CLERKENWELL OFFICES 


TOPPING-OUT ceremony was 

carried out recently at a six-storey 
block of offices being erected at 54/56 
Goswell Road, London, E.C.1, for 
Corob Holdings, Ltd. 

The block, which is expected to be com- 
pleted by the end of this summer, has 
26,400 sq. ft. of floor space, including a 
ground floor garage. Most of the flooring 
is covered by wood blocks. The building 
is centrally heated by an oil-fired system. 

Main floors and the frame of the block 
are of in-situ reinforced concrete. The 
two principal frontages are constructed 
with pre-cast loadbearing mullions which 
eliminate the need for large free-standing 
frontage columns usually associated with 
modern office building. 








Externally, the building is clad with 
grey cast glass panels with steel window 
frames incorporating the panels. 

Thermal insulation is provided by a 
cavity, a concrete spandril wall and wood- 
wool lining. Insulation is also helped by 
the roof asphalt surfaces being laid on 
celular concrete. Stairways are finished 
in polished precast terrazzo. 

Among the quantities involved in the 
construction are some 2,000 sa. yd. of 
wood block flooring; 15,000 special 2in. 
black, hand-made sand-faced bricks and 
over 120 tons of cold square twisted steel 
bars. 

The architects are David Landaw and 
Partners, Hill Street, London, W.1, and 


the main contractors are Griggs and Son, 
Ltd., Victoria Street, London, S.W.1.

(Concluded from page 1231) 
crane—of the steel girders and timber 
supports which temporarily carried the 
main lines over the dive-under track. The 
new bridge, which had been erected on 
steel trestling was supported near the ends 
of the girders on trolleys, which ran on 
large diameter ball bearings. The whole 
Structure was pulled into position by 
winches, the ball bearings under the 
trolleys running along a channel guide 
formed of bullhead rails located on the 
top of the trestles and the new concrete 
abutment, 

When the new bridge had been moved 
into its final position on the new abutments 
it was jacked up, the rolling-in material 
removed, the permanent bearings inserted 
at each of the four corners and the new 
bridge lowered onto them. Finally, after a 
certain amount of filling and consolidation, 
at the rear of the abutments, the track on 
the bridge was connected to the main line. 
The whole of the rolling-in operation took 
22 hours. The ground between the abut- 
ments can now be excavated down to the 
required level for the laying-in of the 
track for the new dive-under line. 


Two More Bridges Required 


By agreement with the highway authori- 
ties, the abutments for the future link 
road bridge have been constructed at the 
same time as the new dive-under line is 
built—the earthwork between the abut- 
ments remaining until the new road is 





ready. Two more bridges will be required 
when the new highway is constructed: 
one under the existing Clacton branch 
lines, the other under the main lines. 
The whole of the work was carried out 
under the direction of Mr. A. K. Terris, 
B.Sc., M.LC.E., chief civil engineer, 
Eastern Region. The fabrication of the 
steel girders was undertaken by Joseph 
Westwood and Co., Ltd., of Millwall. 


BUILDING HOUSES TO LET 
How to Attract Private Investment 


Speaking at the recent annual dinner of 
the National Federation of Property 
Owners, Lord Broughshane, president, 
advocated subsidies to bring back the 
investment of private capital in building 
houses to let. He said two things might 
be done to help attract private investment. 
The first would be an income tax allowance 
for the depreciation of house property and, 
secondly, that the cost of bringing roads 
and services to new houses should be a 
public expense—just as it was in the case 
of local authority housing. If these two 
measures should fail there remained only 
one other way of tackling the problem, 
that of subsidy.

Sir,—You will recall that after the 
furore concerning our criticisms of the 
design, cost and time for construction of 
the Chiswick Flyover and the new Staines 
Bridge, Mr. Marples, Minister of Trans. 
port, assured the House of Commons that 
this company would not be victimised in 
any way. 

You may be interested to know that 
tenders were recently invited from a select 
and secret list of contractors for digging 
up again the west end of the Chiswick 
Flyover for the commencement of the 
Langley elevated motorway. 

As you know the design of the original 
flyover was substantially amended halfway 
through the contract and the filling to the 
west abutment which is now about to be 
removed after a mere two years, was made 
in concrete, whereas the filling to the east 
abutment which will remain for ever was 
made in gravel. 

We would have enjoyed cutting out this 
concrete on the west abutment which we 
estimate would have cost the long suffering 
taxpayer only an extra £250,000. : 

We now hear that the contract for the 
first part of the new Langley Road involy- 
ing this work is just about to be let at a 
figure of approximately £440,000. Naturally 
we are rather sad at not having the 
opportunity of cutting out the concrete we 
put in only two years ago for which we 
have not yet been paid.

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ARE SOME BRITISH STANDARDS 
UNNECESSARILY HIGH ? 


Market Research Committee Suggested 


HE view was expressed by a speaker 
at this year’s Standards Engineers 
Conference that some British Standards 
were perhaps unnecessarily severe in the 
level of performance required of them. 
He instanced in particular such stand- 
ards as those for transformers, flame- 
roof enclosures and tower-cranes in 
hich he thought, the safety margin 
jon often fixed at a point unrealistically 
5 speaker, Mr. I. Maclean (Hawker 
Siddeley Industries, Ltd.) was talking on 
“Standards and Market Research” and» . 
made the novel suggestion that the Britis 
Standards Institution could perhaps give 
a lead in this field by setting up a mar cet 
research advisory committee to see 
whether market research could not in 
some way be utilised in preparing 
Tr ealerence, attended by some 230 
engineers and others concerned seth the 
application of standards, was organise * 
usual by the B.S.I. and the Institution o 
Production Engineers. It was the seventh 
in the series. 


Efficient Economy’s Needs 


nin the conference, Viscount 
Borg Lord President of the Council 
and Minister for Science, told delegates: 

“An efficient economy requires stan- 
dards—partly in order to achieve savings 
by the elimination of unnecessary variety 
and partly in order to reduce waste and 
danger by preventing the production of 
sub-standard goods.” 

Opinions might differ as to how far 
and in what manner national standards 
should be compulsory, he went on, *“What- 
ever view we take on this, it is clear that 
they cannot simply be imposed from 
without, whether by Government or by any 
other external force. They must result 
from discussion between representatives 
of the producer and the user; they must 
be a blend of scientific knowledge and 
industrial and commercial experience; and 
they must be expressed clearly and intel- 
ligibly.” - 

Stressing the need to revise existing 
standards, as well as to produce new ones, 
Lord Hailsham said: ‘Old standards which 
have become obsolete are, or can be, as 
dangerous to industry as no standard at 
all. It is essential that our standards 
should be a real incentive to adopt what 
is best in current engineering practice and 
not a means of tolerating the mediocre or 
the worse than mediocre.” 

Next item on the agenda was a Paper 
by Mr. G. Doughty, general secretary of 
the Association of Engineering and Ship- 
building Draughtsmen, on “The Trade 
Unions and Industrial Standards.” 

Mr. Doughty said trade unions favoured 
standardisation. He showed how stan- 
dardisation affected union members’ pros- 
perity, education, training, safety and 
general welfare. But standardisation alone 
was not enough, he said; it must be 
accompanied by simplification and specili- 
sation, 

He talked of how the development of 
production methods had undermined some 
of the old craft divisions, as in the ¢ngi- 
neering industry, where the fitter and 
tumer of the last century had been 
increasingly replaced by specialists. More 
Must be done to develop training and 
apprenticeship methods, in order to pro- 
duce the required number of highly skilled 
people to undertake new functions, said 
Mr. Doughty. 


Company Standards Programme 


“We must be certain that a cheaper 
product does not result in higher operating 
costs,” said Mr. F. E. Butcher (Joseph 
Lucas, Ltd.) in his Paper on “An Integrated 


Standards Programme in the Company.” 
“For example,” he said, “a reduction in 
the number of electric motors in a range 
could possibly result in a reduction in 
manufacturing costs but it might be worth 
investigating the cost to the nation of the 
power consumed during the life of these 
motors to see if an increase, instead of 
a reduction, in the number of machines 
in the range would result in an overall 
saving. It seems that at present we have 
no body, or authority, checking these 
things and I suggest that the B.S.I., given 
the necessary help, could play a more 
active part in cases where the need extends 
beyond the field usually considered. 

“Technical economics should play a 
much larger part in standards programmes 
and economists can help us in this work. 
We are all inclined to consider standardisa- 
tion only so far as we see it and sometimes 
our vision is very limited.” 

Mr. Butcher talked of a standard push- 
on connector which his company had 
developed. In this case, he said, stan- 
dardisation did not at first appear to be 
justified. They were to spend extensively 
on tooling, development and _ product 
modification, to finish with a product cost- 
ing the same or slightly more. But they 
found that the use of these push-on con- 
nectors would save their customers about 
20 minutes assembly time per vehicle and 
they decided to continue with the project 
on the basis of this saving to the user. 

“Almost the entire electrical equipment 
for the motor industry is using this 
terminal today,” he said. 

At times during the development and 
changeover, which took between two and 
three years, there was resistance to the 
change and production and customer pro- 
blems arose. A full-time project engineer 
was appointed and this proved the answer. 
Time was spent on their own tooling or 
on vehicle assembly lines and troubles 
there were settled as they arose before 
resistance grew. 

“T rank this as an interesting and sigm- 
ficant story of the improved terminal that 
might not have been if the broad view had 
not been taken and persevered with right 
to the end, bearing the absolute cost in 
mind,” said Mr. Butcher. 


Standards and Market Research 


Mr. I. Maclean (Hawker Siddeley 
Industries, Ltd.) presenting his Paper on 
standards and market research, suggested 
that B.S.I. should set up a market research 
advisory committee. He agreed that 
market research could be important when 
standardisation was being considered. 

Examining market research in relation 
to variety reduction, Mr. Maclean said: 
“If a potential customer is offered a choice 
between a standard product which does 
not exactly match his requirement and a 
special product at the same price, he will 
naturally choose the special. The reduc- 
tion in costs arising from variety reduction 
must therefore be passed on to the cus- 
tomer if the company in question is not 
to lose all its customers whose require- 
ments are not in line with the standard 
range of products. 

“The extent to which the customer is 
willing to forgo his exact requirements 
in favour of a lower price is obviously the 
sort of information that would be of great 
value in determining whether or not to 
introduce a range of standard products 
and also in determining the sizes within 
that range.” 

Mr. Maclean went on to explain the con- 
cept of the “life cycle” of a product: 
introduction, growth, maturity, saturation 
and decline. “In order to decide which 
products to standardise the place of each 
product in its life cycle should be known” 
—it was not enough merely to cut out pro- 
ducts which made little or no contribution 
to turnover. 
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Expressing the view that some _per- 
formance standards were set at an un- 
necessarily high level, Mr. Maclean 
instanced transformers, most of which, he 
said, were only required to operate inter- 
mittently for not more than eight to 12 
hours a day. But until recently, the 
standard for rating transformers was on 
a 24-hour basis. 

The standard for flame-proof enclosures 
was much higher in Britain than on the 
Continent, he went on. The standard 
was often unnecessarily high in situations 
where the risk of explosion was almost 
negligible. 

He alleged that the use of tower cranes 
on building sites in Britain had been 
retarded because they were covered by a 
standard that was too high. 

“The requirement was that a crane 
should be able to stand up to a wind force 
of 110 m.p.h. . . . the highest figure for 
a gust in the London area over a period 
of 33 years is 77 mp.h. The original 
standard has now been revised but in the 
meantime costs have been incurred ... 
costs that need not have been involved 
if the facts about the market had been 
fully known.” 

From Mr. J. E. Dodd (Rolls-Royce, Ltd.) 
came a complaint that, now a new type 
of nut had been introduced, no British 
firm could be found to supply the neces- 
sary spanners. 

British Standards should be adjusted as 
necessary to come into line with those 
of other countries, said Mr. A. E. Fawcett 
(A. Reyrolle and Co., Ltd.). This was 
specially important, he believed, in view 
of our possible association with the Com- 
mon Market countries. 

In this connection, Mr. Maclean offered 
the interesting thought that the big 
markets of the future were not those of 
the under-developed countries but those 
of the already highly developed nations. 


Summing-Up 


Three suggestions regarding British 
Standards came from Sir Stanley Harley, 
the chairman, when he summed up the first 
day’s proceedings. First, he proposed that 
B.S.I. technical committees could give 
more thought to differentiating between 
first, second and even third preferences 
in British Standards. 

Next he suggested that thought could 
be given to including in the appendices of 
British Standards guidance for designers 
on what were believed to be the future 
trends for the product concerned. Such 
guidance could always be kept under 
review. 

Finally, Sir Stanley suggested that 
industry must ask whether its standards 
were too conservative compared with inter- 
national practice to which we must in- 
creasingly look if our export trade was 
to prosper. From this and other points 
of view, market research should be brought 
into B.S.I.’s deliberations on standards. 

On the second day of the conference, 
delegates split into groups at British 
Standards House to discuss various topics. 
A speaker initiated each group’s discussion. 

Subjects of the sessions were: the 
application of a standards system in a 
small company; steel—variety reduction by 
manufacturers and users; standardisation 
in fields where techniques are advancing 
rapidly; standardisation in a one-off and 
batch production company; the Unified 
screw thread in British industry; intro- 


ducing a major change in standards 
practice,

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DISPOSAL OF HOUSEHOLD REFUSE 
IN DISUSED PITS 


Finding Suitable Sites 


AYS in which disused chalk, gravel 

and other pits could be used for 
tipping household refuse without pollut- 
ing underground water are discussed in 
a report* published by the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government, 

The report says that suitable sites for 
tipping refuse, particularly within 30 miles 
of London, are becoming increasingly diffi- 
cult to find. It goes on: “There are, how- 
ever, worked-out chalk pits in the counties 
of Hertfordshire, Kent and Surrey and 
there are disused gravel pits, usually water- 
logged, in the Thames Valley, Hertford- 
shire and Essex; most of these need filling 
and the land reclaiming for a useful pur- 
pose. In other parts of the country there 
are numerous similar excavations and 
quarries, including ironstone workings, 
most of which require similar treatment. 
If house refuse could be used for this 
purpose it would be doubly’ advantageous.” 

In the past it has been considered un- 
desirable to tip house refuse on dry sites 
where rainwater can percolate into water- 
bearing strata, or into water-filled pits 
because of the risk of polluting ground 
water and causing other nuisances. The 
report describes and gives the results of 
experiments carried out over a period of a 
few years to obtain information about 
this risk, and recommends that further 
study should be carried out. 

The first part of the report summarises 
the general results of the experiments and 
discusses their particular application, sug- 
gesting ways in which it may be possible to 
use safely some sites of the kind described. 
It also suggests that information relating 
to existing sites should be collected and 
examined. The second part gives a 
detailed description of the design and 
execution of the experiments and full 
tables of results. 


“ Ministry’s Report Misleading ”

“The great majority of wet pits in these 
counties are still working at the useful 
purpose of producing sand and gravel (of 
which over 70 million tons is being pro- 
duced every year for building and con- 
struction purposes). 


“In the meantime, their waters are pro- 
viding entertainment and recreation for 
many thousands of members of sailing and 
fishing clubs, and opinion on the destruc- 
tion, by filling, of these natural lakes is by 
no means unanimous. Many people would 
very much object to the filling of wet pits 
just because they are wet. 


“It is worth noting that the industry’s 
offer, made several years ago, to co-operate 
with the Ministry’s Committee on the 
Experimental Disposal of House Refuse 
in Wet and Dry Pits was not accepted.” 


ROAD WORK SIGNS ABUSED 


Ministry “Very Concerned” 


The Ministry of Transport have been 
receiving an increasing number of letters 
from members of the public complaining 
that road work signs are not used properly. 
The complaints most frequently received 
are that the signs are not being removed 
when their purpose has been served and 
that advance warning signs are not being 
placed far enough ahead of the obstruction 
to give drivers sufficient warning of the 
hazard. 


The Ministry have told the Federation of 
Civil Engineering Contractors that they are 
very concerned about the present position 
and must admit that the evidence they 
have indicates that in far too many cases 
the complaints are well founded. They 
have asked the Federation to draw their 
members attention to the Traffic Safety 
Code for Roadworks (recently reprinted, 
H.M.S.O. price 9d. net) and to remind 
them of their responsibility to ensure that 
great care is exercised in seeing that road 
work signs are used properly and that the 
advice given in the Code is followed, par- 
ticularly the requirement to remove all 
signs which are no longer required.

Record Production of Broken Stone 


SARS at the annual luncheon of the 
\ British Granite and Whinstone Federa 
tion held recently at the Cafe Royal, 
London, Mr. W. H. Wylie, chairman, said 
that for the first time in their history mem. 
bers of the Federation had produced over 
9,000,000 tons of broken stone per annum 
the bulk of which had gone on the roads 
He assured the surveyors present that the 
members were geared to meet very much 
heavier demands for their products, 

Referring to British Standards, Mr. 
Wylie said the polished stone co-efficient 
test now formed part of a standard and 
he trusted that, as with all tests of 
materials, common sense would be applied 
to its use. Dense mixture wearing surfaces 
had been introduced into the revised 
British Standard for Bitumen Macadam 
and as a result of experiments going op 
and visualised in the near future, they 
looked forward to their material being 
included in this Standard for classes of 
roads. 

Base Courses 


Speaking of modern road construction, 
he said one feature rather terrified him 
and that was the cutting down of the depth 
of base courses. Surely with the ever 
increasing traffic and the modern trend for 
haulage vehicles to carry heavier loads, the 
aim should be to increase the thickness and 
not reduce. 

Mr. Wylie was responding to the toast of 
“The Federation” proposed by Viscount 
Lambton, M.P., who after congratulating 
the Federation on its contribution to the 
road construction programme went into 
the realms of international politics with a 
warning of the dangers ahead for this 
country.

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SAND AND GRAVEL CONGRESS 
IN SCOTLAND 


Research and Production Problems Discussed 


(NHE Scottish area of the Sand and 
[ Gravel Association of Great Britain 
held its first-ever one-day congress on 
research recently at the Central Hotel, 


Glasgow. 
The first two morning sessions attended 
by area members only, consisted of talks 
py Mr. J. P. R. Jordan, head of S.A.G.A. 
Research Department, on crushing cosis 
and production problems confronting 
members in Scotland, during which a 
qumber of interesting slides were shown. 

The Area Chairman, Mr. J. Kelman, and 
his members were then joined for luncheon 
by guests representing the Ministry of 
Works, Scottish Headquarters, burgh and 


county surveyors, consulting engineers, 
Government departments, development 
corporations and research _ institutions. 


Among the guests was Mr. D._F. Mann, 
deputy assistant secretary, Ministry of 
Works, Scottish Headquarters. 


Growth of Production 


In his address following the luncheon, 
the Area Chairman extended a warm 
welcome to the guests singling out Mr. 
Mann, deputising for Mr. W. V. Wasiie, 
Assistant Secretary, whose Ministry is the 
sponsoring Ministry of the Sand and 
Gravel Industry. Mr. Kelman said the 
industry's output in 1960 had exceeded 
76,000,000 tons, the highest yet of any 
extractive industry expect coal, and that 
sand and gravel were the cheapest mineral 
aggregates produced and had the greatest 
output in relation to manpower. Post-war 
production in Scotland itself had grown 
substantially. Output in 1960 exceeding 
5,000,000 tons and the big developments in 
Scottish plants had made it possible to 
meet this continued demand. 

Responding on behalf of the guests, 
Mr. D. F. Mann congratulated the area on 
its enterprise in arranging the Congress at 
what he considered a very good time, 
when the general outlook for Scotland 
looked so confident and one of the chief 
beneficiaries would be the sand and gravel 
industry, 

The industry’s output figures for 
tepresented a 


1960 
10 per cent. increase over 


the whole country, but that in Scotland 
showed a 23 per cent. increase over 1959 
which was reflected in the increase in 
building generally. Mr. Mann particularly 
referred to the important increase in 
industrial building which in turn meant 
more work and more jobs, and also to the 
up-surge in house construction, shops, etc. 

Another important aspect was the 
Scottish road programme, where again 
there was an increase and some £17,800,000 
would be expended by the Central Govern- 
ment on roads and work connected with 
roads in Scotland during the present 
financial year. After mentioning a number 
of major schemes in the programme, pro- 
vision of dual carriageways on the Beattock 
diversion of the Glasgow-Carlisle Road, the 
Derry By-pass on the Glasgow-Sterling 
Road and on the Newhouse Section of the 
A.8 road between Glasgow and Edinburgh, 
Mr. Mann referred to the increase in hos- 
pital and educational building, some 
£2,200,000 this year, all of which promised 
well for the Sand and Gravel Industry 
whose products were always needed. 

The afternoon sessions, at which Mr. 
W. H. Wylie, the area vice-chairman, 
presided, began with a showing of the 
S.A.G.A. film “ Building from the Earth,” 
the subject of which is the excavation and 
uses of sand and gravel. 


Closing Sessions 


Mr. Wylie then introduced the two 
closing sessions, the first being a talk on 
“Methods for testing sand and gravel, 
including the revision of B.S.812,” and 
demonstration of tests, given by Mr. Jordan 


and assisted by Mr. Hine. This was 
followed by an “ Open Forum,” the Panel 
consisting of Mr. A. Maclean, chief 


engineer, Alexandra Transport Co., Ltd., 
Mr. P, T. Patterson, chairman of S.A.G.A. 
Research and Standards Committee, Mr. 
P. Russell, chief engineer in Scotland, 
Cement and Concrete Association and Mr. 
Jordan. 

All addresses were received enthusiasti- 
cally and it was evident from the interesting 
number of questions which resulted thai 
more time would need to be given to fewer 
subjects at the area’s next Congress.

PURFLEET OIL INSTALLATION 
£1,250,000 First Stage 


A NEW oil terminal and storage in- 

Stallation is being erected at 
Purfleet, Essex, by Cory Brothers and 
Co., Ltd., a member of the Powell 
Duffryn Group. 


The project will be developed in stages 
over a number of years. The first stage 
costing some £1,250,000 envisages the con- 
struction of a deep water tanker jetty 
750ft. in length and capable of handling 
vessels of up to 32,000 tons. The tankage 
capacity at this stage should reach 165,000 
tons by the middle of 1962 rising to 
225,000 tons by the end of the year. When 
the development is complete, it is estima- 
ted that 600,000 tons of storage will be 
available for oil, chemicals and other bulk 
liquid products. 

The installation will be equipped for 
distribution by road, rail, barge and coastal 
tanker, and a special area of the site adja- 
cent to the river is considered to be par- 
ticularly suitable for the storage and dis- 
tribution of chemical products. 

The tanker jetty will be equipped with 
the most modern facilities allowing oil to 
be discharged at 2,000 tons an hour by 
means of flowboom hose handling equip- 
ment. 


Consultants and Contractors 


The consulting engineers for the jetty 
development are Sir William Halcrow and 
Partners and the contractors are John 
Shelbourne and Co., Ltd. Rendel, Palmer 
and Tritton acted as consultants on the 
design of the oil installation, and the 
general contractors are the Turriff Con- 
struction Corporation. 

Much of the development work will be 
handled by Powell Duffryn Group Com- 
panies, including Powell Duffryn Technical 
Services, Ltd., Powell Duffryn Engineering, 
Ltd., Pipeweld, Ltd., and the MacCleaster 
Chemical Co., Ltd. 

Mr. R. H. May, the chief engineer of 
Cory Brothers and Co., Ltd., is responsible 
for the construction and design of the 
project as a whole. 


MOTORWAY LINK IN 
LANCASHIRE 


A new road is to link Leyland, Lanca- 
shire, to the Birmingham-Preston Motor- 
way.

BRIDGE DESIGN STUDY AID 


45-ton Trailer in Action 


NEW 45-ton single-axle trailer 
developed by the Ministry of Trans- 
port as an aid to the design of Britain’s 
future bridges was recently in action 
on the northern approach spans of the 
Runcorn-Widnes Bridge. 
The “Tessie” trailer, consisting of an axle 
on which varying numbers of concrete 
weights can be balanced, is used to study 


the service behaviour of bridges. It has 
a lattice girder tow bar which can be 
extended so that the trailer axle is 


separated from the towing vehicle by as 
much as 53ft. This makes it possible to 
apply the known axle weight at a single 
point on an otherwise empty bridge. The 
resulting deflection in the bridge structure 
is measured by instruments capable of 
reading to 1/10,000 of an inch while even 
more delicate optical and acoustic gauges, 
capable of reading to a millionth of an 
inch, are used to measure strains. 
Ministry engineers started 10 years ago 
to build up data on the strength of masonry 


arch bridges by using ‘“Ossa”, a _ bogie 
trailer mounting weights up to 90 tons. 
Now the study is directed to the behaviour 
under load of the latest types of deck 
bridges, particularly those with pre-stressed 
concrete and composite steel and concrete 
decks. With these, it is possible to use 
comparatively light weights up to 45 tons. 

“Tessie” has recently been used on 
several of the bridges on the Preston, 
Lancaster and Catterick By-passes. There 
is no question of testing bridges to destruc- 
tion or to see whether they will carry 
their design load. The object of the opera- 
tions is to establish comprehensive data 
about bridge types, materials and com- 
ponents for a long-term analysis. This 
should, in time, establish the most 
economical forms of construction and 
economise by cutting down unnecessarily 
high safety margins. 

The trailer has been developed by the 
Ministry of Transport Bridges Branch and 
constructed at the Ministry’s Hendon 
Depot.

PUBLIC HEALTH ENGINEERS’

BUILDING INDUSTRY 
OVERLOADED IN BUCKS. 


There is too much work chasing too few 
builders, according to Buckinghamshire 
County Works Committee.

“This is the 
prime cause of delay on building projects 
in these areas, and of the increased prices 
which have been and are now being ¢ 
perienced.” 
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WHY THE ELECTRICITY SUPPLIES 
FAILED LAST MONTH 


Result of C.E.G.B. Investigations 


NVESTIGATIONS into the failure of 
I electricity supplies on the night of 
May 15 over southern and south- 
eastern England have shown that the 
trouble was initiated by a switch at 
Wimbledon substation in South London 
which was automatically opened by a 
protective device to prevent damage to 
a reactor from overloading. 

The Central Electricity Board state that 
pecause of the lack of 275,000 volt Super- 
srid connections to this area, most parts of 
the Grid system in south and south-east 
England have at times to be operated at 
loads above those which would normally be 


considered prudent. Just prior to the 
incident the load in the area increased at 
yn unexpected rate and was_ probably 


responsible for tipping the balance to 
operate the protective device on the 
reactor. 

The power previously passing through 
this reactor into the south eastern area was 
thereupon immediately thrown on to four 
other circuits, on which, again due to over- 
load, switches were automatically opened 
at Chichester substation and at Deptford 
West power station. This had the effect of 
isolating a section of the 132,000 volt Grid 
system, Which ties together the power 
stations and bulk supply points in south- 
east England, from the national Grid and 
Super-grid systems. This section was left 
to operate alone. 

The total demand was more than could 
be supplied from the plant immediately 
available in the power stations operating 
within the area. This in turn brought into 
operation both automatic and manual 
controls in the power stations to shut down 
the generators and thus prevent permanent 
damage to the plant. 


Fall too Great 


Operating engineers throughout the area 
disconnected certain loads to try and 
prevent interruption to essential supplies. 
Unfortunately, the fall in speed of the 
generators was initially too great to allow 
subsequent recovery and the blackout 
resulted. 

First supplies to consumers were restored 
within 32 minutes of failure, and complete 
restoration of bulk supply took place in 
2 hours 55 minutes. 

Normally the operation of protective 
equipment on the Grid system has little, 
if any, effect on power supply. Such 
automatic switching takes place frequently. 

The situation in the Kent and south- 
eastern areas has arisen because of the 
delays in the commissioning of major 


275,000 volt Supergrid reinforcements to 
the 132,000 volt system, specifically the 
connection across the Thames from West 
Thurrock to Northfleet and Canterbury 
and from West Weybridge to Chessington. 
A warning to this effect was given by Sir 
Christopher Hinton in September 1959. 

The C.E.G.B. say that the problem has 
thus been to keep the risk of failure in 
this area to a minimum, both over winter 
peak periods and during the summer when 
it is necessary to carry out a complete over- 
haul of existing transmission equipment 
and generating plant to deal with the 
following winter load. 

Day to day operation of the system has 
called for a fine balance in judgment 
between present and future risks. In such 
circumstances the smallest error of judg- 
ment can trigger off a widespread failure. 

Under the stress of the emergency condi- 
tions of May 15, it is clear that some errors 
of judgment occurred. It is equally clear, 
from the evidence so far available, that 
there was no negligence on the part of the 
Board’s staff. 


Committee’s Recommendations 


The committee of inquiry have recom- 

mended the following: 

(1) In view of the conditions which exist 
in the south eastern area and which 
will persist until the 275kV system is 
available, careful studies should be 
made to assist the Thames South 
Control staff to operate at a higher 
level of security. It is recognised that 
this will involve an _ additional 
economic penalty. 

(2) A study group be set up to examine 
the present and immediate future 
C.E.G.B. network and to locate points 
where conditions similar to those in 
the Thames South Area might arise. 

(3) A study group be set up to investi- 

gate better methods of indicating to 
Grid Control Engineers when poten- 
tially dangerous conditions exist on 
the system. 
Further consideration should be 
given to the automatic disconnection 
of load in the event of a serious drop 
in system frequency. 
The liaison between Technical and 
Operational staff should be reviewed 
to ensure that equipment can be used 
to its maximum rating without risk 
of premature operation of protective 
gear or damage to plant or equipment. 
(6) Methods of accelerating maintenance 
on transmission equipment should be 
examined.

STAFF SHORTAGE HITS SCHOOLS 
PROGRAMME 


Because of changes and shortages of 
staff the Kent County Architect is not 
able to take full advantage of the oppor- 
tunity for the forward planning of schools 
afforded by the Ministerial approval of 
school building programmes two years in 
advance. 

To assist in retrieving the position, the 
County Education Committee propose that 
up to five primary schools in the 1960-63 
programme be built by a proprietary 
modular system of construction, using local 
sub-contractors as appropriate. 

According to the committee, the plans 
would to some extent be developed by the 
main contractor, and in consequence there 
would be a considerable saving of the time 
of the County Architect’s staff; the County 
Architect would, however, deal with the 
siting and sketch plans, also working draw- 
ings up to ground slab level. 


£35M. ON NEW ROADS IN 
NORTHERN IRELAND 


The Northern Ireland Government are 
to spend £35m. on new roads during the 
next five years—apart from the consider- 
able expenditure by local authorities. In 
the past five years Government expendi- 
ture has been £30m. on new roads. 

Priority is being given to the South 
Approach Road between Belfast and Dun- 
gannon, costing £10m., and it is hoped 
that the first section will be completed by 
early next year.

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SUBMARINE PIPELINE BEING LAID 
TO HONG KONG ISLAND 


From a Correspondent 


N Hong Kong, work has started on 
I the most difficult part of the Shek 
pik water supply scheme—the laying of 
about 74 miles of twin submarine pipe- 
jine on the seabed of the West Lamma 
Channel from Lantau Island to the 
north-western shore of Hong Kong 
Tse 2hft. in diameter, will stretch 
from Silvermine Bay, on Lantau Island, to 
Sandy Bay, just below Mount Davis. More 
than 80,000ft. of pipes will be used. 

The laying of the submarine pipeline will 
be carried out in three stages. The first 
phase, now in progress, involves the laying 
of pipes from Silyermine Bay to a connec- 
tion chamber about 900ft. to the north of 
Chau Kung Island. 

The work is being carried out from a 
floating lay-barge. Lengths of pipes, each 
gift, long, are welded together on the 
barge and then lowered into the sea as 
the barge moves away. 

The second phase will start from a point 
midway between Chau Kung Island and 
Sandy Bay. Owing to the strong currents 
here, a different method of laying will 
be adopted. 

At this point, the lay-barge will be 
anchored and, as each length of pipe is 
prepared and welded together, the pipes 
will be pulled off the barge across the 
channel towards Sandy Bay. The actual 
pulling operation will be directed from 
Sandy Bay. 

The same method will be adopted in the 
third stage, when the pipes will be pulled 
from the same point back to the connection 
chamber off the island of Chau Kung. 

Before the actual laying could start, 
months of preparation had to be put in at 
the Hung Hom reclamation, where shorter 
lengths of pipes were welded together, 


checked and coated at the workshops 
there. 
This preparatory work involved the 


welding together of three pipes, each 27ft. 
long. Each completed length of piping was 
then radiographed for faults and_ shot- 
blasted to ensure that the surface gave an 
effective bond for a protective coating of 
coal-tar enamel reinforced with fibre glass. 


An outer wrapping of felt was then placed 
over this coating. 

Afterwards, a further coating of 3in. 
reinforced concrete was placed around the 
pipe to protect the inner coating and to 
provide the needed weight to sink the 
pipe. A layer of polyeurathane protects 
the pipe’s interior. 

When completed, the Shek Pik Dam 
itself, costing over £2m., will impound 
5,350,000,000 gallons of water to augment 
the Colony’s water supplies. The estimated 
average daily yield from the Shek Pik 
Reservoir Scheme, which will cost some 
£13,750,000 is 26,000,000 gallons. 

A system of catchwaters and tunnels is 
being constructed to collect the yield from 
the indirect catchment areas which extend 
over the whole of the south¢grn and western 
parts of Lantau Island and the area 
immediately to the north of the Shek Pik 
Valley. 

The water will be delivered through a 
supply tunnel to a pump house at Pui O 
and then by pipelines to the filtration plant 
at Silvermine Bay, from where is will be 
conveyed through the submarine pipeline 
to Sandy Bay. 

From Sandy Bay, the water will be 
pumped to a main reception reservoir, 
holding 30,000,000 gallons, which is being 
built on the slopes of Mount Davis shortly. 
From Mount Davis the water will be fed 
into the waterworks distribution system on 
Hong Kong Island and in Kowloon by an 
extensive series of large trunk mains.

EXCAVATOR DESIGNED FOR DROPPING BY 
PARACHUTE 


THE first production model of a crane- 

excavator designed for dropping by 
parachute has been delivered to the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers by the 
Koehring Division of Koehring Co., 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin. Called the 155 
Airborne, it is a 7-ton capacity, self- 
propelled machine. 


It has an extremely low profile, being 
only 8lin. from the ground to the top of 
the cab to allow loading without dis- 
assembly into transport aircraft. No 
counterweight is needed. 

The 155 weighs less than 16,000lb., yet 
lifts 14,000lb. with 24ft. boom at 10ft. 
radius. To reduce overall weight without 
sacrificing strength, the side stands of the 
machine are made of Tri-Ten steel. The 
housing covering the main machinery and 
engine is built from aluminium. 

For aerial delivery, the 155 is palletised 


and packaged with special attention given 
to cushioning the machine. Extensive use 
of wood and cardboard packaging helps 
keep it intact on impact, when hitting the 
ground. The machine’s power plant can 
be started in practically any weather. To 
condition it against fungus growth and 
high humidity and moisture conditions, it 
is sprayed with several coats of solutions 
and primers in addition to painting. Radio 
interference suppression is also included 
on the machine; its ignition systen\ is 
carefully earthed and insulated. 

The machine can be locked for high 
speed towing over the road, up to 50 
m.p.h, The tturntable is locked in position 
for travel. by air-actuated swing brake 
which is spring loaded “normally on.” To 
provide more positive lock, screws used 
to relieve the king pin of load during air 
drop operations can be utilised to assist in 
locking the house machinery to the car- 
body.
